TWO BOARD MEETINGS wrote finis to the old year and pointed the way toward the 
new at the International Livestock Exposition, As usual the first took 
place the opening Sunday with the old Board adjourning for the first 


time at 5:15 p.m, 


COLLEGE RESEARCHERS selected to advise the Board, and present for the meeting, 
included two regular committee members, Chairman R. H, Nelson, head of 
the animal husbandry department, Michigan State University, and Prof. 
Glen Bratcher, head of the animal husbandry department, Oklahoma A.& M. 
College. Joining them were two capable geneticists and experts on 
dwarfism research, Dr. Doyle Chambers, also of Oklahoma A, & M., and 

2 Dr. L. N. Hazel, Iowa State College. Dr. Hazel appeared instead of his 
chief, Dr. Leslie Johnson, a regular member of the research committee, 
who heads the animal husbandry department of Iowa State. 


HIGHLIGHTS of their report: Recommended holding of the pedigree files until 
further study could include broad sampling of the control pedigrees for 
adequate comparisons; expressed enthusiasm for the insulin tests devel- 
oped by Dr. John Lasley of the University of Missouri, College of Agri- 
culture for the detection of carriers; and suggested continued exchan- 
ging of information and checking of progress of other research work in 
this field, Note: Don't expect too much, too soon ! Experts have warned 
there are too few trained eyes for exact microscopic detection work, It 
looks like a good start toward solving one of the industry's problems. 


More about this later. 


REQUESTS POR RELIEF from registration fees assigned over-age cattle always re- 
ceive the most careful attention of the Association's Board of Directors. 
Several requests were considered at the recent meeting. Present fees 
assigned the various age groups may be credited with a sharp reduction 
in the errors made on applications for registry. Until the new schedule 
was adopted a few years ago about 19 per cent of the work coming into 
the office carried errors that required additional correspondence to 
correct. Today the new system has pushed the percentage of errors. on ap- 4 
plications to a low six per cent. This speeds up recording work, giving : 
better service to all. 


NEW DIRECTORS joined the Board for its first meeting following the annual elec- 
tion on November 29 in the Palmer House, Newly-elected President John 
C,. Gall called the meeting to order at 10:00 a.m, and announced the com- 
mittee appointments for the year (See third page of this section). There 
are nine of these committees working to oversee the Association business 


and activities, 
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DELEGATES RATIFIED the changing of the organization's name from the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association to the American Angus Association, 
The streamlined, shortened version is an aid to those required to write 
the name often. 


TWO AMENDMENTS to the standard Terms and Conditions of Sale, adopted by the 
Association December 1, 1955, were passed to clarify the rules. The 
changes are as follows: (Rule 7) The ninth sentence will read, "Any 
bull which settles naturally at least one-third of the healthy cows he 
breeds will be considered a breeder" (Rule 10) The second sentence will 
read, "Each sale or resale of an animal constitutes a separate trans- 
action, and the rights and obligations of the two parties thereto are 
not affected by their respective rights or obligations in any prior or 
subsequent sale of the same animal," 


FRANK RICHARDS was re-elected secretary of the Association and Major W. A. 
Rafferty, treasurer. 


THE PUBLICATION COMMITTEE which had met Sunday and approved the Memorandum of 
Agreement and Understanding negotiated with the Aberdeen-Angus Journal 
made its report to the Board. This was unanimously adopted.

FUTURITY SHOWS are hitting their stride. The grand-daddy of them all, The Amer- 


ican Aberdeen-Angus Futurity, to be held next fall at Little Rock, Ark- 
ansas, came in for a bit of discussion. Each year the board determines 
the amount of premium participation for this show and also the Western 
Aberdeen-Angus Futurity. Reports indicate futurity shows are growing in 
numbers, Last year Association-contributed premiums to the various fairs 
livestock expositions, and other shows, including futurities, totaled 
almost $100,000.00 


CARCASS COMPETITION AT the recent International, which for the first time in the 
history of that great show, operated under a new set of rules still pre- 
sented some mighty interesting figures. This year, under the new set-up 
each breed was able to make its best carcass champion of the breed. The 
breed champions then competed for the top carcass award of the show 
which went to the champion Angus carcass shown by Maurice Stenzel of 
Osco, Illinois, The Angus steer which produced the winner dressed out 
67.9 per cent and was the 49th Angus in 51 shows to capture top honors, 
A crossbred Angus won the grand championship in one of the two remain- 
ing Expositions, 


DISCUSSION on the “white marking" rule resulted from an individual request ask- 
ing the board to consider changing the rule. Consensus of opinion over- 
whelmingly supported the present@ rule as it has done much to eliminate 
noticeable white markings from our breed. One of the good characteris- 
tics of the breed is its practically solid color, a troublesome factor

The third session, to take place on Tues- 
day morning, will give breeders a glimpse 
into new phases of dwarfism research and 
industry progress in eliminating carrier an- 
imals from herds through newly developed 
tests.

trict 4-H Baby Beef Roundup at Lancaster, 
November 6-8. The 950-pound animal was 
bred by Valley Creek Farm, West Chester, 
and sold to Crystal Restaurant, Reading, for 
$1 per pound. Verna competed against 290 
other steers of all breeds. 

At the Pittsburgh Livestock Show, also 
held November 6-8, an Angus steer named 
Midnight won the grand championship. He 
was the entry of Tom McChesney, New 
Alexander, and bred by Dan McCoy, 
Waynesburgh. At the sale, Tom realized a 
profit of $1.50 per pound for his entry.

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Service to the Breed 
is our Constant Aim 


(Following are excerpts from a talk given by Arno 
H. Joh vice-president and Director of Research, 
J. Walter Thompson Company, New York, given be- 
fore the 60th annual convention of the American Na- 
tional Cattlemen's Association at Phoenix on Jan, 8.) 


Economists tell us that within ten years— 
by 1967—our total national production of all 
goods and services in the United States will 
grow to over $600 billion from the 1956 level 
of $408 billion (2d quarter 1956). To support 
this level of total production, the American 
standard of living has an opportunity for 
an increase of over 50%. In other words, 
the total consumption of all goods and ser- 
vices can increase to over $400 billion by 
1967 compared with the 1956 level of around 
$264 billion (2d quarter 1956). That is an 
increase of 50%. 

$600 billion by 1967 is a conservative 
measure of our productive ability since it al- 
lows only for an increase of 1.7% per year 
in population plus a gain of 2.2% per year 
in per capita productivity—well below the 
rate we have demonstrated since pre-war. 
Actually, in the 16 years between 1940 and 
1956, total physical production per capita 
(in terms of 1956 prices) increased by 55% 
or about 3% per year. 

Professor Sumner Slichter, in the Novem- 
ber 10, 1955 issue of SALES MANAGE- 
MENT, pointed to the real probability of ex- 
ceeding $570 billion of production by 1965, 
and Dr. Arthur F. Burns, while Chairman of 
the President’s Council of Economic Ad- 
visors, stated in October 1956, that the gross 
national product figure may approach $600 
billion within ten years. 

What does this mean to the food industry 
and, in particular, to the opportunities for 
increasing the consumption of meat? 


Food Consumption Can Expand 
With Income 
A basic factor in the opportunity for ex- 
pansion in the market for food, and for in- 
creased meat consumption in particular, is 
the fact that, according to Government 
studies, prewar, it was shown that per capita 
consumption of food increased with each in- 
erease in the family income. The average

family, prewar, had an income of around 
$25 per week, It fell in the $1,000 to $1,500 
income class. The Government study showed 
two things: first, that actual physical con- 
sumption in quantity of food per capita in- 
creased with income and, second, that ex- 
penditures for food increased much more 
rapidly with income increases than physical 
consumption because of the upgrading of 
the diet. The family living on $500 or less a 
year consumed 28% less quantity of food 
per person than the average, while persons 
living in families with incomes of $5,000 
and over consumed 39% more food per 
person. 

Even more startling was the difference in 
dollar expenditures for food in different in- 
come groups. Those with incomes of $500 
spent only 31% as much as the average, 
while those with incomes of $5,000 or over 
spent 2% times as much ag the average. 
This more rapid increase in food expendi- 
tures reflected the better diets and the 
greater use of “protective” foods, such as 
meat, dairy foods, fruits and vegetables. In 
other words, not only did physical consump- 
tion of food increase with income, but the 
selection of foods of greater value increased 
even more rapidly. 

This fact is basic because, with increased 
productivity in America and the rapid move- 
ment upward in income groups, the market 
for beef and other protective foods could ex- 
pand very substantially if people were to 
take on the diet habits of the income groups 
into which they move. 


While this study of quantity consumption 
was made prewar, there ig recent support- 
ing evidence of this opportunity for upgrad- 
ing the diet as income improves. A study 
was made of total food expenditures per 
family in terms of dollars in 1950. Results 
of this study recently became available 
(summarized in the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture Bulletin, National Food Situa- 
tion, July 27, 1956). 


Taking the average food expenditures per 
family in 1950 at $1,130 as an index of 100, 
the expenditures for food per family ranged 


from only 38° of average in the income 
group under $1,000 to 113% above average 
in families with incomes of $10,000. At all 
levels, from $5,000 up, expenditures for food 
were considerably above average—from 1/3 
higher to over twice as high as average. 
This was in 1950. There were only 6.4 mil- 
lion families then with incomes above $5,000, 
after taxes, but by 1956 the number had 
more than doubled to a total of 14.6 million, 
and it is expected that three years from now 
1960—there will be 22.8 million, or over 
three times as many families as in 1950 with 
incomes above $5,000, after taxes. This alone 
indicates the potential expansion of the mar- 
ket for food, because if the families moving 
above $5,000 were to take on the 1950 likes 
and habits of similar families, they would 
be spending from a third more to double as 
much again to meet these new dietary con- 
cepts. And, in a few years, there may be 
over three times as many families able to 
afford the better standards of food consump- 
tion actually existing in families with simi- 
lar incomes in 1950. At a minimum, this 
means that there can be a market for food 
products 25% greater in five years and 50% 
greater by 1967.

What About Advertising Costs? 


Regardless of the rate-per-page the 
cost-per-reader is the important 
factor in placing your advertising 


Breeders of registered cattle, and especial- 
ly the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, want 
all the promotion they can obtain for every dollar 

invested in herd advertising. 
You, as an advertiser of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, should be 
interested in placing your 
herd advertising into the 
hands of as many prospective 
buyers as possible, for the 
least possible cost = per - 
reader. 


While you want to reach as 
many prospective buyers as 
possible you must also keep in 
mind that you want to reach the 
known buyers of top Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle, and that the 
publications selected as your 
advertising media should have 
as many readers as possible who are interested in 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle.

During the past few days I have made a study 
of advertising rates and circulation figures of 
various livestock magazines, for comparison with 
the rates and coverage of the beef breed publica- 
tions. I selected representative magazines from 
all parts of the country, these being general 
livestock magazines in that they solicit adver- 
tising from all breeds, that would be classified 
as regional magazines. Each magazine has a fixed 
rate-per-page for advertising and this rate is 
determined by an established circulation figure. 


MAGAZINE A. A full page ad is priced at 
$150.00, rates are based on 6,000 copies. (A full 
page ad would cost the advertiser $25.00 per- 
thousand-copies. Actual six-month average was 
6,609. 


MAGAZINE B. A full page ad is priced at 
$150.00, rates are based on 8,000 copies. (A full 
page ad would cost the advertiser $18.60 per- 
thousand copies). Actual six-month average was 
8,993. 


MAGAZINE D. A full page ad is priced at 
$160.00, rates are based on 9,000 copies. (A full 
page ad would cost the advertiser $17.70 per- 
thousand-copies.) Actual six-month average was 
9,149. 


There is a wide variation in the cost-per-copy 
to reach the readers of the above publications, 
but I also noted one magazine with a page rate of 
only $80.00 that had such a limited circulation 
that it would cost an advertiser $44 per-thousand- 
copies to carry a full page display. I also know 
of publications, that solicit all the business 
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they can get from Aberdeen-Angus breeders, and 
whose advertising rates are more than $160 per 
page, that will not make a sworn statement of cir- 
culation. At least one of these publications has 
failed to supply a sworn statement after being 
requested to do so for a period of at least three 
years. 


To me, failure to supply a sworn statement of 
circulation can only mean their circulation is 
not large enough to justify their advertising 
rates. Yet they continue to solicit, and obtain 
advertising space from breeders of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. 


Since the magazines mentioned above are 
general livestock publications their readership 
is composed of folks interested in one of several 
breeds and this means the cost-per-reader to 
reach the folks interested in only Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle may be far greater than the cost-per- 
reader quoted for each individual magazine. 


One magazine that most closely compares to 
the Aberdeen-Angus Journal is the beef breed pub- 
lication serving another major beef breed. In 
1953 they quoted a price-per-page of $210.00 and 
in 1956 their price-per-page was up to $273.00, 
yet their circulation had dropped more than 10 
per cent in the same period of time. 


The price-cost squeeze is hitting the publi- 
cation field pretty hard. I know of five large 
national publications that have closed shop, or 
will early in 1957. Aero Digest, the nation's 
oldest aviation magazine suspended publication 
effective with their December issue. The reason 
given was that increased costs of operation and 
reduced advertising revenue caused this suspen- 
Sion. Other national publications that are re- 
portedly closing, or have closed, are the Ameri- 
can, Colliers, Women's Home Companion and Town 
Journal. Economic reasons were given for each 
closing. 


The president of Town Journal, a magazine 
with a circulation in excess of two million 
copies said, "The combination of high and rising 
production costs together with an ever increasing 
competitive market for the advertiser's dollar 
has mace the development of a new major consumer 
magazine almost prohibitively expensive."

Both bulls were bred 
in the Dor-Mac herd and sired by the McLean senior herd sire, O. 
Bardoliermere 2d. Both were from cows bred in the Illinois herd. 


The story back of the McLean herd is one to give heart to 
newer, or younger, Angus breeders. For it is the story of a man’s 
deep liking for good Angus cattle. Circumstances forced him to 
start in a small way. With an eye for a good one, time and hard 
work, “Mac” has parlayed a modest start into its present high 
place. The start wag modest for few men on a salary can afford to 
pay high prices for foundation stock, or even buy very many 
moderate priced ones in a single year. With but one notable excep- 
tion the McLean cattle investment has been made on the basis of 
getting as much animal and breeding as a modest budget would 
allow. The exception in this program was O, Bardoliermere 2d. But 
we are getting ahead of our story. 

J. C. McLean is a native of Boone county, Missouri, and farm- 
raised. An animal husbandry graduate of the University of Mis- 
souri, class of 1929, he fed cattle at the University barns to help 
pay expenses. In 1927 he was a member of the livestock judging 
team and in 1928 of the meat judging team. In February of 1929 
he came to Adams county, Illinois, to take charge of 4-H work. He 
held this job for nearly eight years. 


“In getting good 4-H steers for club members to feed it always 
seemed that those from the Dyson herd at Rushville, Illinois, turned 


out unusually well,” the Dor-Mac owner recalls. “So my first few 
cows were from the old Dyson herd.” Those Ballindalloch Black- 
birds from this foundation are still found in the Dor-Mac pastures. 
In fact one of the most recent additions to the herd is from this 
tribe, and Dyson breeding, bought at the Davis dispersion in Colo- 
rado. The Ellunas in the McLean herd, another top producing 
strain, also came in this original group.

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But a purchase that really was to build for the future of the 
herd, although it did not loom too large at the time, was the acquisi- 
tion of Applewood Pride 11th, a daughter of Bandolier of Anoka 3d, 
in an Illinois State Sale. “She was a great individual and I liked 
her the minute I saw her,” the Illinois breeder relates. “Cattle 
weren’t too high then but she was popular and she soon was at the 
$500 mark, which was all I figured I could spend. On the next bid 
she was knocked off to Ernest Peters of Camden. I didn’t even 
know he had been bidding on her and mentioned the fact to him. 
He told me that while he liked the heifer he didn’t particularly need 
her. So I told him that I would give him a $35 profit if he would 
take her home and breed her to Hanes’ Eileenmere 2d for me, He 
agreed.” 


Hanes’ Eileenmere 2d was a popular bull then, and destined to 
go to greater popularity in the Timberline herd. The result of the 
mating was a bull, named McLeanmere, the first of the good breed- 
ing bulls in the McLean herd. In fact the only bull for some time 
and one that was used on some very “close” matings. 


One of the close matings was breeding Applewood Pride 11th 
back to her own son, McLeanmere. This produced one of the good 
cows of the herd, Pride of Dor-Mac, the dam of the bull being used 
by Lew Pierce of Woodlawn Farms—Dor-Mac’s Bardoliermere 40th. 
The Illinois breeder does not recommend breeding this close and 
admits it was “one of those things” forced on a beginning herd 
with limited resources. But it did produce a great cow. 


A little later, and with a little more money to put into founda- 
tion cattle, a trip was made to the herd of the late Senator H. D. 
Miller of Morley, Iowa, The Miller herd was the source of bulls 
doing a great job in siring International carlot steer winners. Re- 
sult of the visit was the purchase of a truck load of heifers, all 
daughters of Cavalier 3d, he a son of Applewood Bandolier, by 
Bandolier of Anoka 3d. The mating of McLeanmere on these 
daughters of Cavalier 3d proved a great “nick.” Many of them are 
in the herd today—outstanding cows. A number of the McLean- 
mere daughters are still around, although getting up in age. One 
of the good heifers from the Miller herd was Blackcap Empress M. 

75th. Bred to McLeanmere she produced McLeandolier, who was 
destined to become the chief herd sire at Dor-Mac. 


Again a little more time and a little more cash and the Iowa 
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State Sale at Cedar Rapids was visited. This 
was 1943, Here “Mac’s” eye was taken by a 
consignment from Johnson Brothers of Ida 
Grove, Iowa, — a heifer named Blackbird 
Birdie of Ida. This was the foundation of 
the Birdie strain of cows in the McLean 
herd, a tribe that has made a powerful pro- 
duction record. 


It was about this time that another heifer 
was bought. Again it was the case of a good 
judge of cattle getting as much conforma- 
tion and breeding as wag possible to acquire 
with a reasonable investment. This heifer 
was Yorkside Juan E. 3d, bred by Don 
Koenighain of Williamsburg, Iowa, Tracing 
back to imported Juana of Kinermony and 
the great Envoy of Erin has done an out- 
standing producing job in the McLean herd. 
In fact she is the mother of the dam of the 
1956 International” grand champion bull, 
Dor-Mac’s Bardoliermere 10th. 


One of the good breeding bulls in Illinois 
a number of years ago was Postelmere, His 
dam was Applewood Queen 73d. She was 
purchased by “Mac” when she was 11 years 
of age. In spite of her advancing years she 
left three good daughters in the herd. An- 
other 11 year old cow was the foundress of 
another of the good producing families in 
the herd. 


When the Illinois breeder was working 
in the University of Missouri barns he was 
attracted to the Edella strain of cows, so 
when he was finally able to buy one from 
the University he took Missouri Edella 3d 
454791. Close up in her tabulation were such 
early breed greats as Blackcap Bertram and 
Revolution 7th. Missouri Edella 3d mated to 
McLeanmere produced Dor-Mac Edella, the 
dam of the 1956 International junior cham- 
pion bull, Dor-Mac’s Bardoliermere 60th. 


It was early in 1951 that J. C, McLean 
made the move that was to write some 
present day Angus history. The herd had 
been expanding in numbers, and the use of 
good bulls made for a good market for sur- 
plus breeding stock, But like any progres- 
sive breeder “Mac” was on the lookout for 
a better bull, preferably one without too 
much outcross to go with the Eileenmere 
and Bardolier breeding already in the herd 
in considerable quantity. Ohio State Univer- 
sity had purchased from J. Garrett Tolan 
Farms a top son of Eva’s Bandolier Lad— 
Bardoliermere 2d. So “Mac’s” bull purchase 
search took him to Ohio State where Her- 
man Purdy showed him some great young

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calves by the University’s new sire. The calf 
that took his eye was a six-months old 
youngster by Bardoliermere 2d out of Ohio’s 
Enchantress Lady 15th, by Duke of Mil- 
Burn, a great breeding bull in the Buckeye 


state in the 1940s. The calf was O. Bardo- 
liermere 2d and the price was $7,500. It was 
quite a bit of money for a herd with moder- 
ate resources; but the fact remained that O.

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WASHINGTON 


The packing industry is in for some close 
scrutiny by Congress in the New Year. 
Basic purpose of the probe will be to in- 
crease cattle prices. 

Leading the investigation are to be mem- 
bers of the Senate Judiciary subcommittee 
on monopoly. Chairman of the subcommit- 
tee was still in doubt at press time, but dur- 
ing the recent interim period between ses- 
sions of Congress, the group was headed 
by Senator Joseph O’Mahoney, Wyoming 
Democrat. 


Mr. O’Mahoney clearly is of the opinion 
that cattle prices have been too low—and 
that one of the reasons is probably the al- 
leged “monopoly practices” of large packers 
and chain stores. The determined Wyoming 
lawmaker promises to take “a continuing 
interest in the relationship between the price 
paid by the consumer and prices received by 
the farmer.” 


You can expect witnesses appearing be- 
fore the subcommittee in the next few weeks 
to make the following charges: (1) that 
cattle prices are depressed by the market 
manipulations of some packers and chain 
stores; (2) that lower cattle prices are the 
result, at least in part, of buying practices 
of chain stores which engage in “vertical 
integration”, such as cattle feeding, pack- 
ing, and trucking, in addition to their nor- 
mal retail activities; (3) that the USDA 
does not adequately enforce the Packers and 
Stockyards Act, and therefore enforcement 
should be put in the hands of the govern- 
ment’s Federal Trade Commission. 


Transfer to FTC of enforcement authority 
already has been suggested by Sen. O’ Ma- 
honey, who plans to introduce a bill to that 
effect. Similar legislation may get an extra 
push from dairy groups, although for dif- 
ferent reasons. 


The National Milk Producers Federation, 
one of the most powerful lobbies in Wash- 
ington, already has asked for a bill “to 
make meat packers—in all their operations 
after the point of slaughter—subject to the 
Federal Trade Commission Act.” 


What worries the dairy people are meat 
packers who also manufacture oleomarga- 
rine. A 1950 law prohibits the use of dairy 
terms in oleomargarine advertising, but 
packers who are charged with violation of 
this law now must be dealt with by the 
Agricultural Secretary under the Packers & 
Stockyards Act. This act, the dairy people 
point out, does not contain a specific provi- 
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sion relating directly to oleomargarine ad- 
vertising as does the FTC act. 

Stricter enforcement of packer violations 
of the oleomargarine law would result, says 
the milk federation, by giving the FTC “ef- 
fective jurisdiction in the enforcement of 
the ole law.” 


Rail freight rates, as predicted here last 
month, have gone up. Increases are now in 
effect on Eastern roads where rates have 
been boosted 7% and on Western roads 
where the increase is 5%. 

“Hold-down” provisions in the rate-hike 
order, issued by the Interstate Commerce 
Commision, will ease the pain somewhat for 
the livestock industry. Maximum increase 
the roads may charge is 5% for livestock, 
fresh meats, and other packing-house prod- 
ucts, grain and grain products, lard substi- 
tutes, and vegetable shortening. 

The increase in rates comes on top of a 
general nation-wide boost of 6% granted by 
ICC last March. Southern roads had not 
definitely been granted a new rate increase 
as we went to press, but their request for a 
7% boost was pending. 

The freight rate hike coincides with pub- 
lication by USDA of a new report on “Food 
Transportation and What it Costs Us.” A 
free copy can be obtained by writing Office 
of Information, ISDA, Washington 25, D. C. 

For every dollar spent in 1955 by con- 
sumers for food, the USDA study shows, 
8 cents went for transportation. The com- 
parable figure 10 years earlier, in 1945, was 
only 6 cents. 

“As the retail price of a commodity goes 
down, the hauler’s share becomes greater,” 
the USDA transportation researchers say. 
It cost more than 5 cents in 1955 to ship the 
meat products from an Iowa hog to New 
York City, the USDA points out, but the 
transportation charge a year earlier would 
have been less than 4 cents—with the same 
shipping rates in effect. Reason for the big 
difference? Entirely due to the slump in 
retail price of pork and pork products, says 
USDA. 


Unless a new corn program is worked out 
for 1957, almost all hands here agree, we 
are headed for low corn prices, low prices 
for other feeds — and eventually, price- 
depressing expansion of livestock production. 


Flashes 


Result: Washington will probably act to 
change the present corn program. Altera- 
tions will be aimed at increasing the amount 
of corn that a grower may plant and still 
be eligible for price support; and to en- 
courage the producer to put some of his 
corn acres in the soil bank. 

Present, sharply reduced corn allotments 
for 57 would bring a flood of corn on the 
open market, because practically nobody 
would stay within his acreage limit. This 
would probably mean cheap feed for the 
cattlemen, say livestock authorities, but it 
wouldn’t be worth it in the long run. 


Remember that flood insurance legisla- 
tion passed by Congress last session? That 
bill now has been signed into law, and you 
may be able to get policies before the spmng 
floods start, . but don’t count on it, 
definitely. 

Officials are working out final details of 
the program with private firms—which will 
offer and service policies. These will provide 
for protection up to $10,000 for a single 
dwelling, up to $250,000 for a single farm 
property or business. 


Premium rates have not yet been set, but 
government funds will cover (1) adminis- 
trative costs, and (2) about 40% of the risk 
cost. 


That does not mean that policies will be 
cheap, although they may be a good invest- 
ment. Fact is that nobody in the insurance 
field, or the government, can tell just what 
premium rates should be. Reason is the lack 
of historical information on which to es- 
timate risks and set base rates. Once the 
private insurance men and officials agree 
to a best guess on rates, however, the pro- 
gram will be ready to roll. 


Note these soil bank developments: 

First, peanut and extra-long staple cotton 
acres won’t be eligible for the 1957 acreage 
reserve. Reason given by USDA is the pros- 
pect that demand will be about in line with 
supply of these commodities. 


Second, unit payment rates on the 1957 
soil bank acreage reserve have been set at 
the same level as in 1956—$1.20 per bu. 
for wheat-land, 90¢ per bu. for corn, $2.25 
ewt. for rice, 18¢ per lb. for most tobacco, 
and 15¢ per Ib. for upland cotton. Payments 
per acre to many growers will be higher in

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That Champion Carcass Steer 
.... and The Family That Produced Him 


The careass steer show at the Interna- 
tional just past saw the grand championship 
“go Angus” for the 49th time in 51 years. 
It is no secret that the enlarged 1956 Inter- 
national carcass show with four classes, 
minimum weights for age, and enhanced 
publicity and display, was for the purpose 
of greater interest and competition in this 
most important phase of the beef business. 
And it is also no secret that the other breeds 
hoped that the greater number of entries 
would provide a championship carcass other 
than Angus. But this was not to be, The 
champion had that high percentage of well 
marbeled lean that is typical of the Angus 
breed. He killed out well—his 900 pound live 
weight produced a 611 pound carcass for a 
dressing percentage of 67.9. 


That grand championship carcass came 
from an Illinois bred-and-fed calf called 
“Little Chief.” The records list his breeder 
and owner as Maurice Stenzel of Osco, Illi- 
nois. Actually the ownership was “Maurice 
Stenzel & Family” for the herd which pro- 
duced the champion is strictly a family af- 
fair with dad, mother and the three sons all 
taking an active part — from feeding and 
grooming to decisions on herd plans. The 
Stenzel herd is a family herd, It is also a 
newer Angus herd, started in 1952, at the 
insistence of one the sons. His selling point: 
“If we have our own herd maybe we can 
raise something I can win with in 4-H 
shows.” And the herd has produced some 
winners, other than “Little Chief”, although 
it took a little time to get the job done. 


The three Stenzel sons are Ronnie, Elmer 
(the fellow who won the argument on start- 
ing an Angus herd) and Albert, who is still 
in 4-H work. The two eldest are married. 
Ronnie is farming near his father and Elmer 
moves on a farm this spring in the same 
neighborhood. 


“Little Chief” almost didn’t make it to 
the International. And if he hadn’t that long 
string of Angus championships would have 
been broken, For another breed crowded in 
for reserve honors. As Maurice Stenzel ex-

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plains it “Little Chief” was a late calf, Be- 
cause of his short age and small size (he 
was dropped in late September of 1955) 
“Little Chief’ was overlooked when other 
calves were pushed for the 1956 summer and 
fall fairs. “We hadn’t paid much attention to 
him until a few weeks before the Interna- 
tional. We noticed that he was really taking 
the feed and coming. But we didn’t know 
what to do with him, other than take him to 
the International with the other calves and 
sell him on the open market. But Dave 
Brown had a better idea.” 


Dave Brown of Aledo, Illinois, has been 
around Angus cattle for a long time as a 
breeder and feeder. Visiting at the Stenzel 
farm one day he insisted that “Little Chief” 
be entered in the International carcass con- 
test show, Dave figured he was a calf that 
would kill out. The rest is history. 

The champion carcass steer was sired by 
Bradmar Burgess 42d, by Bradolier 48th, in 
the Stenzel herd, and out of a Barbara cow.

GRAND CHAMPION over all breeds in the newly 
emphasized on-the-hoof carcass contest at the Inter- 
national went to an Angus steer, pictured above. 
This steer was shown by Maurice Stenzel of Osco, 
Illinois, and sold at a record high of $8.25 per pound 
to top the previous carcass record price by $1.25. A 
new feature of the show was introduced when the 
carcasses to be sold were wheeled into the amphi- 
theatre arena in a huge cooler and placed in the 
center of the ring where a near-capacity crowd wit- 
nessed the sale. The top price for the grand cham- 
pion steer carcass was paid by Pfaelzer Bros., meat 
purveyors in Chicago. 
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The sire and dam are both from the herd of 
the late A. D. Bradshaw of Smithshire, Illi- 
nois, now operated by his wife and daughter. 
In fact all of the 25 cows now in the Stenzel 
herd represent Bradshaw breeding. 

A steer feeder for many years Maurice 
Stenzel admits that a cow herd was some- 
thing he had never considered until Elmer 
kept insisting. “And then after we got the 
first five heifers I guess we made every 
mistake there was in the book.” The family 
laughs about it now but there was a time 
when the little herd might have been dis- 
persed before it had gotten started. The 
first mistake was the unworkable combina- 
tion of Bang’s vaccination and bred heifers. 
“The heifers aborted and right away I knew 
we had Bang’s. Of course we didn’t but after 
this was straightened out and the heifers 
were re-bred it meant later calves than we 
wanted.” 


Then the first calf came—on a cold, rainy 
day. There was great excitement in the 


oe 2. ge 
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Stenzel family. “But the mother was slow 
in claiming it and right away we rushed the 
‘alf into the warmth of the kitchen. Our 
veterinarian happened by and pointed out 
that what the calf needed mostly was some 
of his mother’s milk. Now we have learned 
to let our Angus work things out for them- 
selves.” 

And there were other troubles. One was 
that there was nothing available for pas- 
ture except straight alfalfa meadow. “I 
learned about bloat from that,” Maurice 
Stenzel admits. Now a brome-alfalfa com- 
bination is used in the rotation. With the 
two sons on farms of their own this year 
management will also be easier, The herd is 
growing and separation of the cows and 
calves, and the young cattle being devel- 
oped, will make for better handling. 

The original start of the herd in 1952 was 
the five heifers previously mentioned. “We 
knew a lot of winning club steers had come

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The Story of A Great Producing Cow 


By J. B. MeCORKLE 


This story begins on September 3d, 1930, 
when Stroop’s Queen Harrison 448952, was 
dropped on the property of Fred Stroop at 
Dayton, Ohio. Mr. Stroop had a top flight 
herd back in those days. When he decided to 
dispense with his herd of cattle, the top end 
of the herd went to the Ohio State Univer- 
sity. Among this group of cattle was 
Stroop’s Queen Harrison, She is a daughter 
of Elan Marshall, he by the “King of Sires”, 
Earl Marshall. The dam of Stroop’s Queen 
Harrison was Queen of Glencarnock 3d, she 
by Blackeap Revolution. Of course, he by 
Earl Marshall. The first time that I saw 
Stroop’s Queen Harrison was on February 
9th, 1937, the day that I started to work at 
the Ohio State University. She impressed 
me greatly at that time. Also, in the herd 
was the dam, Queen of Glencarnock 3d. I 
remember this old cow as a female with a 
very breedy front end, just as straight down 
her top as she could be, standing on heavy 
bone and particularly having very large feet. 
This cow died in 1937. 


To give a description of Stroop’s Queen 
Harrison, I would say she was a cow that 
would today be classified as slightly below 
a middle sized cow. She had a very breedy 
front end, particularly wide in her muzzle, 
a prominent eye, and a very intelligent look 
about her front end. She was just as straight

down her top as you would ever find, She 
had a tremendous body development for a 
cow of her size. She also stood on heavy 
bone, This cow was used as a Model many, 
many times in the Ohio State University 
Class Rooms, I suppose she must have made 
the trip from the beef cattle barn to the 
livestock judging arena more than a thou- 
sand times throughout her life. She was used 
as a Model by the various judging teams 
from many Universities and High Schools 
that came to the Ohio State University for 
judging work. I believe that this cow can 
be given credit for serving as a Model for 
some of today’s leading livestock men name- 
ly the following boys at that time, now great 
men in the Angus world and teaching pro- 
fession, including Lee and Les Leachman, 
Herman Purdy, Byron, Paul and Don Good, 
Kenny Haines, Dale Runnion and many oth- 
er boys and girls who have gone out into 
various occupations. 


As a producer this cow made a phenom- 
enal record, In her 18 years of life she 
raised 15 calves. There have already been 
$116,000.00 worth of cattle, descending from 
her, sold direct from The Ohio State Uni- 
versity herd. This, of course, does not in- 
clude the selling price of the part interest 
in O. Bardoliermere and, no doubt, many 
other cattle that have been sold from other 
herds. This cow had 4 daughters by The 
Elite, a great herd sire at The Ohio State

University. Her first daughter is the gran- 
dam of O, Bardoliermere, the 1953 Interna- 
tional Grand Champion bull that in turn 
sired the 1955 International Grand Cham- 
pion bull. She produced O. Bardoliermere 
12th, a bull that was first at the State An- 
gus Show and State Fair in 1952, now own- 
ed by Jacobson Farms in Wisconsin, She 
produced O. Bardoliermere 35th, owned by 
Charles Cheyne in Oregon. She also pro- 
duced Bardoliermere H. 55th, owned by Ali- 
mar and Nittany Farms in Pennsylvania. 
She also produced O, Bardoliermere 55th, 
owned by The Ohio State University, He 
was first at the Ohio State Fair and State 
Angus Show in 1955. She produced O. Bar- 
doliermere 75th, a full brother to O. Bardo- 
liermere, The “75th” is now owned by Mc- 
Cormick Farms in Illinois. Ohio’s Queen 
Harrison 30th, a granddaughter of Stroop’s 
Queen Harrison, hag produced 6 sons by 
Bardoliermere 2d. Five of them sold for 
$67,500.00 from The Ohio State University 
and one is still in the University herd. To, 
this can be added what Ankony got for % 
interest in O, Bardoliermere, sold to Mead- 
ow Lane Farms in New York, Another son 
of Ohio’s Queen Harrison sold to Hick’s 
Brothers in Kentucky. White Gates Farms 
paid $3,500.00 in the Ohio State Sale in 1956 
for a female descending from this same line. 


The second daughter of Stroop’s Queen 
Harrison was Ohio’s Queen Harrison 2d. She 
won her class as a Junior heifer calf at the 
1941 International. She produced a daughter 
that was a member of the First Prize Get at 
the 1951 International and that sold to Dale 
and Bill Fletcher in New York. She pro- 
duced Bardoliermere O. 15th. He wag the 
First Prize Senior calf at the 1952 Ohio 
State Fair and Reserve Junior Champion 
that sold to Dale Fletcher in New York, She 
produced a daughter that sold to Fred Reu- 
ter in New York. She is the dam of 0. Queen 
Harrison 45th that sold at a long price to 
White Gates Farms. 


Her third daughter sold to Greenmere 
Farms in Indiana. Her fourth daughter died 
the property of The Ohio State University. 
Stroop’s Queen Harrison had two daughters 
by Duke of Mil-Burn. The first was named 
Ohio’s Queen Harrison 20th. She was Re- 
serve Champion at the Ohio State Show in 
1946 and Reserve Champion at the Ohio 
State Fair the same year. She produced 
three sons that sold for a total of $15,000.00. 
One of her daughters sold to Gallogly Broth- 
ers at: Chandlersville, Ohio.

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Tue RECORD breaking volume of re- 
placement cattle that found their way into 
Corn Belt feedlots just a few months back 
began showing their fuli effects on the fat 
cattle market, particularly in December as 
new seasonal price-lows were established 
during that period. 

The decline in finished steers, which ac- 
tually got underway during the middle of 
October, was a direct result of this tremen- 
dous volume of fat cattle that arrived here 
mainly from mid-West feedlots. It turned 
out that livestock men were witnessing the 
longest uninterrupted price decline ever 
recorded in the history of the trade. 


Although the setback was severe, the situ- 
ation could have been even worse had cat- 
tlemen been confronted with a record num- 
ber of hogs. It was just a year ago at this 
time when an excess tonnage of beef and an 
avalanche of hogs were being moved to mar- 
ket at the same time. However, with hog 
butchering running twenty per cent below a 
year ago, it offered some consolation to 
steer finishers. 


Producers shipped in a total of better 
than 220,000 cattle during December which 
compares with the November total of 197,- 
000 and the 190,500 the same period a year 
ago. Cattle volume in Chicago for the year 
1956 totaled well over 100,000 head more 
than the previous year. 


The sharp decline in price was felt in all 
grades and weights of steers and heifers. 
Although first to feel the real effects of 
this high supply of cattle was the “warmed 
up” steers or short-feds. Wave after wave 
of these particular kinds kept flooding the 
market and they soon proved a drag to the 
entire beef trade. Consequently they began 
to pull other classes down along with them. 


The decline in high choice to prime steers 
came despite the fact that these particular 
long finished steers were not too plentiful. 


A good example of this loss in the better 
grades could be found in the top prime of- 
ferings. The early December peak was set 
at $28.50 and in a matter of just a few 
weeks dropped down to $27.25, off $1.25. 
The late $27.25 high was $3.75 below the 
November top and $6.75 under October when 
buyers purchased prime steers at $34.00 
which by the way proved the highest for 
1956. 


The December period saw the bulk of the 
choice to prime steers moved into killer 
channels at prices ranging from $23.00 to 
$26.50. Included in the ramge were prime

1600 lb. offerings, Near the close few prime 
steers sold above the $26.00 figure. 

The lion’s share of the choice grades sold 
from $20.00 to $23.00 while good to low 
choice short-fed offerings cleared generally 
from $18.00 to $20.00. These warmed up 
steers showed signs of 90 to 120 days of 
feed. They lacked considerable finish to 
prove desirable from a killers standpoint. 
Countless market days found them being 
carried from one day to the next and often 
into another week, failing to receive satis- 
factory bids or as the case had been, not 
being bid on at all. Near the close some 
short-fed 1600-lb. steers were selling at $20 
and less. 

These low prices attracted attention once 
again from our Northern neighbor across 
the border. The Canadian buyers carried or- 
ders that called for good to low choice steers 
selling down from the $20 mark. 

The heifer market generally followed the 
same pattern as steers. The bulk of the good 
to choice offerings sold from $17.00 to 
$21.50. Early, the choice end cleared at 
$22.00. Prime heifers topped at $24.00 at 
the outset while late in the period these very 
same kinds sold around the $23.00 figure. 
Although the price break was not as severe 
as in steers the decline has been felt for 
some time. 


Many finishers that followed their steers 
into the Yards have stated that cattle on 
feed in their particular territories seem to 
be the largest that they have seen in some 
time. These statements coincide with the 
recent report of record cattle on feed, Dur- 


ing the five months of 1956 from July to 
November inclusive, farmers of the nine 
Corn Belt states bought a total of 3,415,894 
stocker and feeder cattle and calves, which 
proved to be an all-time high for any five 
months in the history of the cattle industry. 
Cattlemen of Iowa, Illinois and Nebraska 
purchased a combined total of 2,645,033 
head, 77 per cent of the total number bought 
by the nine states, What effect these num- 
bers have on the fat market in the near fu- 
ture remains to be seen. 

The only bright spot in the feeding in- 
dustry of late has been the upshot in price 
of finished hogs. The advance was attributed 
mainly to a reduction in volume. Hogmen 
were further encouraged by the recent 
USDA pig crop report, which indicated 
about 4 percent fewer hogs will go to mar- 
ket next spring and summer than in 1956. 
Marketings next fall and winter are ex- 
pected to be about 2 per cent below current 
levels. 

Based on farmer’s breeding intentions, the 
report predicted that the 1957 spring crop 
will decline 2 per cent to 52 million head 
from the 53,136,000 head last spring. Farm- 
ers have indicated that they have bred 
7,541,000 sows to farrow next spring, The 
number of sows farrowed in the spring of 
1956 was 7,657,000 which produced 53,136,- 
000 pigs. 


The live hog market set new seasonal 
highs in December. The gradual advance of 
the average price level of hogs got under- 
way in the middle of November, At that 
time the weekly average price of hogs stood 
at $14.60. As the weeks passed it moved up

She is using the money to begin a second 
year at the University of Missouri College 
of Agriculture. 


It is planned to help a qualified 4-H or 
farm youth group girl who would be select- 
ed each year, being judged on her academic 
achievement, school and other activities, 4-H 
or youth group record, character and finan- 
cial need. A single applicant will be submit- 
ted for final judging by each state and re- 
gional auxiliary throughout the country, 
affiliated with the national auxiliary. An 
impartial committee will judge the candi- 
dates. The amount of the scholarship is $300 
per year. A prime requisite is that the ap- 
plicant shall have shown an interest in An- 
gus beef cattle projects and have a part in 
such activities at time of application. 


The goal of the Auxiliary Plan ig to raise 
a sufficient amount that could be invested 
in approved securities, such as government 
bonds, to yield $300 or more per year for 
the payment of the Scholarship. For the fu-

The 1956 Junior Livestock Show 


The 27th Annual Junior Livestock Show 
was held at the Michigan State Fair 
Grounds in Detroit, December 4th, 5th, and 
6th, 1956. The numbers of livestock was re- 
duced slightly as compared to a year ago, 
however, quality, finish, enthusiasm and co- 
operative interest were never so good. 


Exhibits were assembled on Tuesday. 
Wednesday, three hundred twenty-three well 
finished properly trained and professionally 
dressed steers were paraded before Judge 
R. H. Nelson, Head of the Animal Hus- 
bandry Department of Michigan State Uni- 
versity. 


In the steer show entries came from thirty 
Michigan counties, including 130 Aberdeen- 
Angus. In the Aberdeen-Angus show a very 
high quality 1065 pound steer from the 
middle weight class was shown by Terry 


Horrocks of Onaway in Presque Isle County 
and was named breed champion, Close be- 
hind this steer was a 1075 pounder shown in 
the heavy weight class by Lynn Swindle- 
hurst of Rosebush in Isabella County named 
as the reserve champion Aberdeen-Angus. 


In the championship show the middle 
weight Angus shown by 16 year old Terry 
Horrocks receiving the nod. 


The champions were popular choices from 
all corners of the Coliseum and on Thursday 
afternoon at the market auction the buyers 
who supported the entire sale with active 
liberal bidding from beginning to end fur- 
ther clinched the championship births by 
paying an all time record high of $8.00 per 
pound for the Grand Champion steer, an 
Aberdeen-Angus. The Horrocks’ steer was 
purchased in October 1955 along with a 


P 
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stable mate that stood lith in the middle 
weight class of 47 steers from the long es- 
tablished herd of George Coe of Ionia as a 
bull calf. He was converted to a steer and 
never missed a feed of corn, oats, barley 
protein supplement and alfalfa hay from 
that day on. When he was purchased by the 
Wrigley’s Stores, Inc. for a total of $8,520.00 
he established an unquestionable record of 
being the highest priced steer ever to sell in 
Michigan. In commenting about the bidding 
of this champion, Auctioneer Glenn Casey 
of Williamston, Michigan said, “There were 
bidders all over the house until we reached 
$5.00 per pound but from that point on the 
Wayne Packing Company and Wrigley’s 
Chain Stores decided about that last $3.00”. 


The 323 steers sold for a total of $94,- 
244.70 to average $26.49 per cwt. without 
the Champion or $29.03 per cwt. with the 
Champion. This liberal bidding helps great- 
ly in encouraging 4-H steer feeding projects 
when we consider that Choice to Prime 
slaughter steers were selling in Detroit that 
week for $23.00 to $25.00 per cwt. 


The Junior Livestock Show is sponsored 
by the Detroit Junior Livestock Show So- 
ciety and supported by various’ Detroit in- 
dividuals and organizations. The exhibitors 
were honored Wednesday evening at a ban- 
quet at the Hotel Statler. A guest ticket to 
the popular movie “Oklahoma” on Tuesday 
evening also added to the popularity of this 
three day trip to the Detroit show.

QUALITY ANGUS THAT PRODUCE 
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by M. E. Ensminger, Chairman 
DEPARTMENT OF ANIMAL HUSBA: DRY 
STATE COLLEGE OF WASHINGTON, PULLMAN, WASH. 


Tomorrow, I shall be in Chicago for the 
opening of the International Live Stock Ex- 
position—the world’s greatest. I well re- 
member attending my first International in 
1924, as a 4-H Club boy. That year, the 
Prince of Wales’ Canadian ranch showed a 
massive white Shorthorn bull, named “King 
of The Fairies”, to the Grand Champion- 
ship; tall rangy hogs were still in vogue— 
senior barrows weighing 500 pounds were 
shown; and heavy wethers weighing 200 
pounds, were paraded before the judge. 

Despite its 57 years, the Chicago Interna- 
tional is not the oldest. The first American 
show was held at Pittsfield, Massachusetts, 
in 1810; but livestock expositions had been 
initiated in Europe many years earlier. 

As now conducted, our livestock shows 
have both advantages and disadvantages 
from the standpoint of breed improvement. 

Among the advantages are the following: 

1. The show-ring is the best medium yet 
discovered for molding breed type. For this 
reason, it behooves the breed registry asso- 
ciations and the purebred breeders alike to 
accept their rightful responsibility in seeing 
that the animals which win top honors are 
those that most nearly meet the efficiency 
of production demands on the part of the 
producer and the meat quality demands of 
the consumer. 

2. They serve as one of the very best 
advertising or promotional mediums for 
both the breed and the breeder. 

3. They bring breeders together for ex- 
change of ideas and experiences. 

4. They provide an incentive to breed 
better stock, for only by comparing animals 
in the show-ring can the breeder ascertain 
whether or not he is keeping up with his 
competitors. 

Some of the Disadvantages of the show- 
ring are as follows: 

1. Heavy fitting, in order to win, often 
results in temporary or permanent sterility. 

2. The desire to win often causes ex- 
hibitors to resort to “surgical means” and 
“filling” in order to correct..defects. Ad- 
mittedly, such man-made corrections are not 
hereditary, and their effects are often not 
too durable—as is belatedly discovered by 
some innocent purchaser. 

3. Valuable animals are frequently kept 
out of productive work or from reproduction 
in order to enhance their likelihood of win- 
ning in the show-ring. 

4. They have sometimes ignored utili- 
tarian considerations, with the result that 
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their influence has been detrimental. As 
evidence of this point, if any evidence is 
needed, the following examples are cited: 

(1) Selecting certain breeds of sheep for 
the extreme face covering demanded by 
show-ring standards has caused these breeds 
to diminish in importance and numbers, be- 
cause, through sad experience, the practical 
sheepman has found that ewes subject to 
wool blindness produce less pounds of mar- 
ket lamb. The latter observation has been 
fully confirmed by studies conducted at 
USDA’s Sheep Experiment Station, Dubois, 
Idaho; where open-faced ewes weaned off 
11 pounds more lamb than wool-blind ewes. 

(2) From 1890 to 1910, small refined 
hogs dominated the American show-ring. 
The champions of the day were small, thick, 
compactly built, very short of leg, and re- 
fined. In the Poland China breed, this fash- 
ionable fad was carried to the extreme; 
finally culminating in the development of 
the “hot bloods”. But hogs of this chuffy 
type were notoriously lacking in prolificacy; 
they often farrowed twins and triplets, and 
their gains were expensive when carried to 
weights in excess of 200 pounds, Then, from 
1915 to 1925, the big-type craze swept 
across the nation. Many champions of the 
show-ring included as their attributes long 
legs, weak loins, and “cat hams”, One pop- 
ular champion of the day was advertised as 
being “so tall that it'makes him dizzy to 
look down”. But this type failed most miser- 
ably in meeting the requirements of either 
the packer or the producer—being too slow 
to reach maturity and requiring a heavy 
weight in order to reach market finish. 
Thus, still another shift in ideals became 
necessary. 

(3) Show-ring fashions in beef cattle 
have changed; to the smaller, earlier- 
maturing, blockier, smoother types in vogue 
today, of which the so-called comprest (in 
Herefords) and compact (in Shorthorns) 
represent the extreme. Most cattlemen 
would agree that the shift from big-type to 
medium-type cattle was desirable; but per- 
haps the pendulum swung too far to pony- 
type cattle. Also, there is strong suspicion, 
without actual proof, that there is some- 
thing about dwarf-carrier cattle (the het- 
erozygous animals) that has caused them 
to dominate the American show-ring; that 
is, We may have, unknowingly, selected to- 
ward dwarfism in recent years.

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lw MY last article I asked a number of 
questions for some of which I personally had 
no satisfactory answer. My main reason for 
referring them to my readers was that to 
my mind they were questions which effect 
all of us or nearly all of us engaged in the 
production of purebred Aberdeen-Angus, for 
that matter purebred livestock of any kind, 
and still broadening their scope, agriculture 
in general. It seemed to me that we all 
should be interested in getting the best re-

sults from our operations, both financially 
and otherwise. And with our Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle we are particularly interested 
in producing the kind that best meet the re- 
quirements of the commercial producer of 
beef animals, otherwise ultimately our prog- 
ress will become negligible. 


Under practical conditions it surely should 
be apparent to everyone, or at least the 
majority of those engaged in the breeding 
of purebred beef cattle, that there is some- 
thing wrong and that until adjustments of 
some kind are made, the wonderful progress 
that has been made in recent years with our 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle is going to be re- 
tarded. 


In order to act wisely in making neces- 
sary adjustments, we must know what is 
wrong. What are the things or the condi- 
tions that are causing so wide a spread be- 
tween the returns livestock producers are 
receiving for their animals and the costs of 
producing them. And that there is an un- 
balanced condition here I think nearly all 
purebred breeders, and as a matter of fact 
most other agricultural producers, are 
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agreed. And that there would be a still 
greater unbalance if it were not for govern- 
ment aid to some agricultural products is 
quite evident also. It can not help but make 
one wonder if, barring wars and other dis- 
asters such as prolonged droughts, farmers 
and livestock producers are to become per- 
manent wards of the government. This cer- 
tainly would be unthinkable and therefore 
everyone should try for a solution of the 
problems which would lead to such a 
situation. 


From what I said in my last article and 
from what I expect to say in this one, I 
might be considered pessimistic, But this is 
not true. By nature I have always been an 
optimist and I am still optimistic for the 
future, However, I feel that one must al- 
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ways be ready to face realities and to put 
forth every effort to overcome handicaps. 
And the way I feel about the present situa- 
tion is that we will work out plans which 
will allow agriculture to maintain its proud 
position amongst our country’s most impor- 
tant industries. That we shall not allow it 
to become altogether dependent upon gov- 
ernment aid and that its existence must not 
depend upon other lines of work or other 
business. In other words, our farming and 
livestock industry is worthy of standing one 
hundred percent on its own ability to pro- 
duce the necessary income for those who 
participate in it. And the combined efforts 
of all of us toward developing ways which 
will give the producer his fair share of the 
National income will hasten the day when 
such a condition will prevail. 


Speaking of government aid to agricul- 
ture, what is going to be the effect of the 
new farm bank plan? Will it help only the 
large operator who can spare a certain 
amount of his land without lowering the ef- 
ficiency of his operation? Will most of the 
land taken out of production be marginal 


land of limited possibility for production 
which will detract but little from the gen- 
eral national output? Can a small operator 
afford to take part of his best producing 
land out of production without interferring 
with his efficiency of operation? It seems 
to me that these are questions which prob- 
ably only time can answer. But we know 
that a lot of reliance is being placed on this 
new method for relieving us of farm sur- 
pluses. 


Changing the subject back to our Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, a condition which to my 
mind is having a detrimental effect on our 
breed’s progress today is the dwarf agita- 
tion. One cannot help but wonder if in view 
of the fact that dwarfs have proved such a 
minor problem to the Angus breed down 
through its long history that the present 
excitement about dwarfs is causing more 
harm than good. For example, I have been 
associated with Aberdeen-Angus cattle for 
fifty-nine years. During that time I have 
seen a great many Angus cattle in prac- 
tically every part of the world where they 
are produced but I believe I could count on 
the fingers of my two hands all the dwarfs 
I have seen of this breed. Other breeds may 
be more proficient in producing them, But I 
am referring now solely to our own breed 
which I conscientiously feel is relatively free 
of this problem. If there are as many of 
them as one is lead to believe there are by 
the present turmoil about them, breeders 
who have had them must have done a good 
job of concealing them or I have been very 
unobserving, neither of which I feel is true. 


All of us engaged in the breeding of pure- 
bred livestock know that it is necessary to 
endure losses of various kinds including dis- 
ease, accidents, etc. and we have learned to 
accept these misfortunes with fortitude. It 
seems to me that the loss which may have 
been caused by dwarfs is minor in compari- 
son to some of the others. Nevertheless, I 
feel everything possible should be done to 
counteract this condition. But should we not 
proceed quietly and sensibly as we have 
done in combating other health problems 
which effect our animals, particularly as so 
far it does not seem to have been definitely 
established what causes this phenomenon in 
our cattle. Should we not at least wait until 
a definite conclusion as to cause has been 
reached by both scientific authorities and 
practical operators before listening to loose 
talk by irresponsible people who condemn 
certain strains of breeding which have, down 
through the years, produced many of our 
greatest animals, and blacken the reputa- 
tions of conscientious and constructive 
breeders of long standing? 


As usual I seem to have run out of time 
before I finish saying all that I should like 
to say. But I hope I have, with this some- 
what disjointed discussion, brought out some 
observations which will receive serious con- 
sideration by my readers. 
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Protein Has Sales Appeal 
Let's Tell The Folks About It

I'll buy you the best steak dinner in town if you can show me 
anything—absolutely anything— that has more sales appeal than 
protein. 

Every man with protein to sell lives in a salesman’s paradise, 
and I am all for letting him know about it. Everything is on his 
side. Food shoppers all over America are screaming for more red 
meat and less fat. That red stuff is Protein and millions need 
more of it. 

Farmers and ranchers are anxious to produce and sell more 
high protein, low fat beef. Packers, wholesalers and retailers face 
large unfilled protein markets in practically every community. All 
that is NEEDED is the DESIRE TO SELL PROTEIN and THE 
KNOW-HOW TO DO IT. It will take a lot of work to get the job 
done. 

We stockmen are usually located far from where our beef is 
sold. We seldom see our two most important salesmen, the re- 
tailer who sells it over the counter and the homemaker who sells 
it over her dinner table. 

Since this is the situation, you might ask, “What can we do 
about it?” 

Plenty. We can help kindle the DESIRE TO SELL PROTEIN 
and help get the KNOW-HOW taught to our salesmen. 

To fill the protein markets and satisfy the protein hunger in 
America it would take at least 1% times the protein in all the beef 
slaughtered last year in this country. To fill the world markets it 
would take more protein each year than the U. S. has produced in 
beef since 1900. Who could ask for a bigger potential market. 

The DESIRE to fill these markets is the first ingredient needed 
for success. Our customers like to eat enough protein to satisfy 
their protein hunger. They enjoy having the good health, vigor, 
attractive appearance and a feeling of general well-being that 
comes from eating all the fine protein foods their appetites de- 
mand. Scientific authorities state flatly that practically everyone 
would live longer, healthier and happier if they did this. We have 
to stir up the DESIRE among our salesmen to use this information 
to increase their sales volume of Protein products through their 
stores. 

There is scientific evidence stacked to the ceiling showing the 
benefits of an abundance of high quality protein in each meal. We 
must fire up our retailers’ DESIRE to sell more protein into each 
meal in every home wherever it can benefit the occupants. 

“And how can it benefit these people” you ask? 

Let’s go over it step by step. You may recall in a previous ar- 
ticle I listed some of the basic WANTS of people. The ability of a 
material or service to help satisfy one or more of these WANTS is 
the reason why people buy it. This “ability” to satisfy WANTS is 
the “sales appeal”. The greater the ability to satisfy a single want, 
or several wants at the same time, the greater is its sales appeal. 
A factual account of what food Protein is and what it can do for 
people shows it to possess sales appeal second to none. 

To start with, protein, or more correctly proteins, are practical 
down to earth materials encountered in one form or another by 
every person every second of every day. It’s the stuff of which we 
are built. Food protein is the raw material. Our body proteins are 
the finished product. 
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Look at your hand. Without protein it would consist of about 
a cup of ordinary water with some minerals and organic com- 
pounds dissolved in it. A little fat would float on top and some 
of the insoluble minerals would appear as mud at the bottom. 

Only protein is so complex and versatile that it can form the 
gigantic sheets, globules, filaments and lattices of skin, blood 
plasma, muscles, tendons, bone cells and the many other parts of 
our bodies, holding the fat, water and minerals in place. 

Even the eyes you use to look at your hand are a mervelous 
protein structure governed by a system of nerves and brain cells 
where electrons are carried by protein filaments much like copper 
wire carries electricity in a telegraph system. 

Food proteins (or their constituents) are the only materials 
known to science that can build body proteins. Without them one 
would die as surely as though water or the other food constituents 
were cut off. So every person who wants to live is already “sold” 
on eating at least some protein from one source or another. The 
point is, if everyone was eating enough protein of proper nutritive 
quality and paying stable prices for it, food and feed surpluses 
would soon be wiped out and the prices farmers receive would be 
held remarkably stable right in the market place with a very 
minimum of government interference and control. Better yet, the 
general health level and prosperity of the entire population would 
hit a new high. 

What we are talking about here is not a day dream. It is prac- 
tical, right and proper. It should receive the wholehearted support 
of every economic, social and political group in the country. True, 
it would add to the prosperity of the farmers and ranchers, but at 
the same time it would add as much or more to that of everyone 
else. This is a fact, because a state of real prosperity is one in 
which everyone is receiving, consuming or utilizing sufficient ma- 
terials and services to satisfy his legitimate WANTS. 

As I pointed out before, and gladly repeat, most people WANT 
to survive and raise a family. They WANT good health, personal 
comfort, enjoyment, attractive appearance and social prestige as 
well as economic and material security. The great majority WANT 
to live free, efficient orderly lives enjoying peace of mind, emo- 
tional tranquillity and spiritual security. 

Among the materials needed to help satisfy these WANTS pro- 
tein is unexcelled in its essentiality. 

Take for example, the deep rooted WANTS to survive and to 
live a long active life. Since the frame work of every living cell is 
being continuously rebuilt with the food protein we eat, it is obvi- 
ous that if the nutritive quality or quantity is insufficient we will 
age pre-maturely even though all the other essential] nutrients like 
vitamins and minerals are present. If each protein molecule in 
each body cell could be repaired or replaced in exact duplication of 
the original as it was at say age 21, our bodies would stay young 
so far as biological processes are concerned. 

With the best of meals including the right amount of the best 
protein, we still cannot completely retard the aging process, but 
millions of people can do much better than they now are. The 
benefits, in terms of a longer more active life, derivable from more 
adequate protein nutrition plus plenty of vitamins and minerals 
and just enough starches, sugars, fats and oils to keep the weight

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at normal levels, are so marked that they afford a sales appeal 
worthy of discrete and continuous use. 

Protein has still other sales appeals as regards its ability to 
help us survive, When it comes to our every day bouts with bac- 
teria, virus, toxic chemicals and physical injury we only survive 
by virtue of rebuilding protein tissue faster than they tear it down. 
Disease, and physical or chemical injury cause an abnormally 
rapid destruction of protein molecules, hence the cells which they 
compose. Protein to repair this damaged tissue must come from 
our body protein reserves, from the food we eat or from whole 
blood, blood plasma or pre-digested protein (amino acids) injected 
intravenously. 

The better nourished and the better condition in which the pro- 
tein structures of the body are at time of injury or disease, the less 
the chances are that the damage will be extensive and the more 
rapid will be the recovery rate (rate of repair of damaged protein 
tissue). 

Again there is all sorts of clinical evidence and practical ex- 
perience with both animals and humans to illustrate the above. 
This makes for the highest type of educational advertising if wise- 
ly used. It has real sales appeal. 

Survival so far as protein is concerned also goes beyond todays 
meals. If the man of the average household would pull open the 
refrigerator and cupboard doors and count up the number of days 
supply of protein (the red stuff in meat, white stuff in milk, clear 
stuff in eggs etc.) which his family has on hand, he would be 
shocked to learn how few days his family is actually away from 
protein starvation should supplies be cut off. 

Counting up his family’s share at the local store would add 
little comfort. In fact, at the current animal protein consumption 
rate of about 12,000 tons per day in the U.S.A, the 150,000 tons of 
total animal protein which usually stands in normal storage, tran- 
sit and surplus between the farms and the American homes would 
feed us for about two weeks. This includes all the meat, milk, egg, 
poultry, fish and cheese protein. It does not include lower nutri- 
tive quality vegetable proteins which if used in conventional ways 
does not satisfy protein hunger nor properly nourish non-ruminants 
like ourselves. 

If folks wanted to increase their home reserve to say 80 days 
supply of protein this would take for the U.S.A. about 960,000 tons 
more protein, equal to all the edible protein in all the cattle and 
calves slaughtered in this country in 1955. A fraction of this would 
still be a tidy little market. 

This matter of food protein reserves or lack of reserves in the 
American home offers an opportunity for discussion, local study, 
Congressional investigations, news stories and all the hulla-balloo 
that such a grave and shocking situation warrants. If ever pro- 
ducers and distributors had a case to take to the people we in the 
beef industry have one here. It tops them all. 

The desire to survive, for one’s family to survive, to live a long 
life, and to enjoy a reasonable degree of material security is deeply 
imbedded in the minds and hearts of all thinking Americans. Re- 
tailers have the opportunity to make a basic appeal to these provi- 
dent people second to none. If used constructively it-can help sell 
more beef and other protein foods. 

The above sales appeals, though impelling, by no means exhaust 
the list. There is one to catch people of every age, economic, so- 
cial, educational or cultural status. 

Take the small fry for example, with their insatiable appetite 
for information. Many of the really important and interesting 
things in their lives are built of protein. The kitchen’s claws and 
her soft fur are easily examinable proteins, as are the puppy’s 
floppy ears, waggledy tail and rough little tongue. These, we can 
explain, are made from the protein they eat. The eagerness with 
which a pup wolfs down meat to make himself big, strong, hand- 
some, beautiful, fast, smart, or whatever the young master or mis- 
tress desires is also powerfully suggestive at the family dinner 
table when little Johnny or Jane turn up their noses at a liberal 
portion of meat. 

There is an endless number of interesting and informative 
stories about how the whole world of pets and other animals get 
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the protein and other nutrients needed for growth. My work with 
children has taught me that these factual stories hold as much 
charm and far more meaning than does sheer fantasy. It certainly 
pays off for the harrassed mother in selling protein foods over the 
dinner table and also fills her in on certain facts unfortunately 
neglected when she heard the story of the birds and the bees. 

Every child WANTS to develop all the desirable physical and 
mental attributes of which he or she is inherently capable. Later 
we may spend a good deal to improve upon what nature gave us. 
This we never seem to completely out grow. We WANT to be at- 
tractive far into advanced years. 

So let’s ask ourselves, “What is attractive appearance?” 

Is it made up of crooked legs, pot belly, deformed jaws and sal- 
low complexion? Certainly not. Straight strong bones, a firm 
well-muscled body, skin of good color and texture, radiant hair and 
lively alert eyes all make for attractive appearance. In other words 
a normal child properly nourished from time of conception, and 
free from the ravages of disease or injury, will naturally grow into 
an attractive young man or woman and will remain so for a long 
and useful life. 

No one knows better than a good stockman, that to produce and 
maintain fine specimens proper feeding is essential throughout the 
life span, generation after generation. Inherent blemishes or flaws 
in conformation cannot be “fed out”. But lack of proper feeding 
certainly won’t improve the situation, and will invariably accen- 
tuate it. The same principle holds true with people. 

A statement made by the late Dr. Phillip Jeans, University of 
Iowa, was to the effect that in his opinion the great majority of 
American children of pre-school age were deficient in muscular 
development due to inadequate protein intake and attributed the 
poor posture of most four-year-olds to this condition. Think this 
one over in your spare time and see if it doesn’t point directly to 
the markets we are all looking for. 

But this is not all. Many of the meals eaten by teen agers, es- 
pecially girls who will soon be the mothers of the next generation, 
are often so protein deficient as to be a national scandal. No 
wonder we are raising millions of young men who don’t measure 


up to military standards. Nor is it any wonder that millions of 
women spend billions of dollars trying to bolster a physique that 
was never supplied enough protein to flower into the full beauty 
of womanhood. 


Doctor’s offices, personnel offices and divorce courts are fre- 
quented by the lonely, disillusioned and dissatisfied. Much of this 
stems from the inactivity, inattentiveness, unresponsiveness, or im- 
potence of his or her mate. Many things cause this and we are 
rapidly learning one of the principle ones is inadequate protein 
nutrition. 

We all know that come spring, the over fat-protein deficient 
bull or the one that was left to rustle corn stalks, bunch grass or 
straw over winter is far more apt to be found sleeping in the 
corner of the pasture than the animal that received plenty of pro- 
tein, minerals and a reasonable amount of high energy feeds. The 
underfed or over fat-protein deficient heifer or cow is often less 
consistent and more apt to produce an inferior calf than the well 
managed one. If it wasn’t this way, there are very few of us who 
would go through the trouble and expense of getting the proper 
amount of protein into breeding stock rations month in and month 
out. We humans would all be wise to go through the same trouble 
and expense for ourselves. 

The systems of hormones and enzymes which make men atten- 
tive and women responsive are made primarily of protein. The 
egg and the sperm are also protein. Inadequate protein consump- 
tion compromises the production of these proteinaceous materials 
in favor of maintaining the vital body functions essential to im- 
mediate survival. The biological details have long been published 
but are yet to be put to work to profitably sell sufficient protein 
to correct such protein deficiencies, which cause these undesirable 
body conditions and the sociological problems they generate. 


I don’t believe that every American male aspires to be a second 
Don Juan, nor that eating all the protein foods three times a day 
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that the appetite demands will make every fellow capable of such 
escapades. But, most men do deeply desire to be active and vigor- 
ous in their own right. We continually read accounts by reputable 
authorities of the high incidence of moderate to serious problems 
along this line. At the same time, agricultural authorities are 
searching for additional markets for the feed grains that could 
produce more high quality protein. We’ve got to get these folks 
together. 

I think it is only right and proper that we urge the local butcher 
to get the word around that there is a lot of the old Fountain of 
Youth in that good red beef he is selling. The 5 grams of protein 
in a cup of coffee, roll and orange juice for breakfast are O. K., 
but if a fellow wants to continue to be a big, red blooded American 
boy, he had better team them up with 30 to 40 more grams from 
among the other fine protein foods the local retailer has to sell. 

Six ounces of raw beef furnishes about 30 grams of protein. 
Beef for breakfast tastes just as good today as it did when my 
mother used to fix a big bowl of beef hash to get us going on a 
cold morning out in the ranching country in northwestern Nebraska. 
Many fellows have moved far from the rigorous life on the home- 
stead and their need for high energy foods (starches, sugars, fats 
and oils) has been drastically reduced. But their need for 30 to 50 
grams of protein per meal has not; in fact, the stress and strain 
of modern high speed living is much more demanding on a man’s 
nervous energy and this makes it even more essential that an ade- 
quate amount of protein, vitamins and minerals be furnished by 
each meal three times a day. 

The same thing holds true for women. Many a lady would give 
a modest fortune for a smooth, firm shapely body and steady 
nerves. Many others just vaguely wish they had them as they mope 
through a twilight of ill health and discomfort struggling to drive 
nerve racked or over fat-protein deficient bodies fast enough to 
keep up with their daily work, and never quite accomplishing it. 

In many cases such women are reported to contain as little as 
2/3 of the protein they had at time of marriage. The balance has 
been lost in gestation and maintenance of more vital protein tissue 
while gross muscle tissue and plasma proteins have been absorbed 
to offset the lack of proper protein in the diet. Their hormone 
systems are at such a low level that normal responsiveness is bio- 
logically impared and a state of submissive frigidity is the course 
of least resistance. 

Many a husband should be complaining to his food retailer, 
rather than his doctor or minister, that he is living with a glob of 
lifeless blubber. Chances are she had plenty on the ball when he 
married her, or he wouldn’t have done it. Week by week and year 
by year the local butchers have watched these girls who were 
“really stacked” physically and biologically go to pot. They have 
stood at their butcher’s blocks hoping for a little better sales 
volume day by day. All that time, they were carving the very stuff 
that could have done more for these ladies than any other material 
on earth if they had gotten out and sold it to them. 


The better customers they were looking for were right in their 
own stores. Unfortunately very few butchers, even today, actually 
know that the red stuff in meat is protein or the many things that 
plenty of it will do for their customers. To repeat, 1 for one am all 
for letting them know about it. 

I have only barely touched upon the many sales appeals that 
the benefits of protein offer the alert and informed salesman. 
There is a need for more trained people who can help bring the 
key information to wholesalers and retailers all over the country. 
Again I stress, these wholesalers and retailers are our salesmen 
and they need the basic facts about protein and what proper pro- 
tein nutrition will do for people. We of the Protein Economics and 
Research Council have developed a nucleus of trained people over 
the past five years. We have compiled a wealth of information 
much of which has been gleaned in the good old school of practical 
experience and hard knocks. 

We need to find more practical young people who were raised 
in Agriculture, who have a clear understanding of its market prob- 
lems and whose heart and soul is in solving these problems in the 
market place. 

Wholesalers, retailers all over America are easily interested. 
They will work with anybody that can give them sound factual in- 
formation that will help them sell more protein products, But the 
number of well rounded, practical people in the world today who 
can walk into their stores, win their confidence, and actually show 
them how they can do a better job of selling protein with the ma- 
terials, facilities and finances they have at hand are few and far 
between. Of all the skilled people in the world, one of the rarest 
is the man who is trained, and capable of training other people, 
how to sell enough food protein to feed people well and to satisfy 
their protein hunger at a price they can afford to pay. It is a vast 
new area with tremendous opportunities. 

The field is actually so new that a great deal of work still lies 
ahead in recruiting the man power and finances needed to accelerate 
the work at a rate proportionate to the urgent need of our Amer- 
ican farmers and ranchers for additional markets. It is so new 
that very very little of the millions and billions now being spent to 
solve the farm problem are being channeled specifically into train- 
ing people who in turn can train retailers and wholesalers to sell 
our protein products. 

It is inevitable that eventually millions and possibly billions will 
be poured into vast educational programs all over the country, and 
probably the world, designed to help the sellers of food protein 
catch up with the times so they can merchandise protein in ade- 
quate volume at stable prices. But that day has not yet arrived. 

It has required the expenditure of considerable private money, 
often with a degree of financial sacrifice, to get this work under- 
way. There may still be several years of such spade work ahead 
before enough people have learned enough and organized their re- 
sources sufficiently to give the farmers and ranchers the help they 
so badly need in selling their high protein products in substantially

VII. Phosphorus. A Problem of Keeping 
Enough of It Active. 


Nutritional deficiencies in our livestock which occur so widely 
and are very important economically, do not necessarily show them- 
selves promptly by clinical symptoms. They are often manifested 
through declining output of the animal’s products or services before 
serious clinical evidence occurs. They are, therefore, hidden hun- 
gers. Deficiencies of phosphorus may well be the cause of cases 
classified under this category. 


Shortages in the carbohydrate part of the feeds for supplying 
energy to the animal body are not commonly considered as trouble- 
makers when many different kinds of them, like sugars, starches, 
hemicellulose, celluloses and others seem to serve interchangeably. 
But shortages of protein in the feed or forage have been a problem 
for a long time when the so-called “commercial feeds” had their 
origin in the need for extra proteins to supplement those of short 
supply in the feeds commonly grown on the farm. The term “pro- 
tein supplements” has become common language. They make reg- 
ular feed business for the animal in confinement and subjected 
more completely to the way we want to feed it for particular 
economic results rather than for the way the animal at liberty 
would feed itself for the physiological results its instincts for 
survival dictate. Under such “forced feeding” duplicating, as it 
were, almost experimental laboratory conditions with more un- 
natural rations, should we not expect “hidden hungers?” The more 


recent but increasing diseases manifesting irregularities in the 
mucous membranes and in the skin—when both of these body parts 
are the same in terms of their embryological origin—tell us that 
these external organs of protection are breaking down or degener- 
We are also told that in more numerous 
cases of the liver, this internal protective and chemical censor is 
also degenerating long before any symptoms suggest it. 


ating more commonly. 


We can no longer separate animal nutrition into a major matter 
of carbohydrates and proteins, with the latter measured by ashing 
the feed to determine its nitrogen and then multiplying that amount 
by an arithmetic factor to call the result protein. Neither can we 
emphasize the supposedly minor matter of vitamins, nor of the in- 
organics in the so-called “minerals.” There are neither majors nor 
minors in the requirements for nutrition. The deficiencies of some 
are just more quickly and clearly manifested as clinical symptoms 
than of the others. The numerous essentials, both as elements and 
as compounds, of which many may be yet unknown, cannot be set 
apart individually for differing significance. They are all required 
for the life of the animal. The functions of giving energy, growing 
body tissues, protecting them from invasion and destruction through 
some foreign protein feeding on them, and of reproducing a new 
body, are not naturally separated and compartmentalized. They are 
integrated. They are all part and parcel of the same cell. Each 
element may be involved in many functions there. 


Phosphorus is Connected with the Functions of Both 
the Carbohydrates and the Proteins in the Cells. 


This integration is well illustrated by the soil-borne element, 
phosphorus. We have long emphasized its shortages in supply and 
in activities in the soil. Its shortages in the soil occur because of 
the relatively large amounts going from there into the plant, espe- 
cially towards its maturity, for the improved quantity and quality

of the yield of seeds. Large quantities also go into storage-roots, 
like Swede turnips, etc. and into other segments for reproduction 
in both plants and animals. But now that we are reminded that it 
is the proteins which keep the “pilot flames” of the body lighted 
so that the carbohydrates can be burned and give us energy, we 
have found phosphorus important in all that the carbohydrates can 
do as well as in all that the proteing can do. Then, when but little 
of the phosphorus, in either the plant or the animal, is required in 
a particular function, any minute irregularity in the active supply 
of phosphorus within a very short period may be a very serious 
hidden hunger, if not even a disaster. 


Phosphorus is not so readily appreciated when it may be hidden 
away in some organic compound of which it is but a very small, but 
most important part as the very core around which much that is 
organic is connected. The functions of this essential element of 
soil fertility are still not well elucidated when, for example, (a) it 
hides away in the bones, (b) it is only partially active for the sup- 
ply in the circulating blood stream, and (c) it combines with more 
than one element at a time to produce so many compounds so apt 
to be insoluble and inactive. Because of these properties which keep 
its presence and functions in the body hidden, we do not recognize 
its deficiencies quickly by any chemical tests in vogue. In our 
study of it, like for its services in the soil, the plant, and the an- 
imal, the problem is not only one of the presence of phosphorus, 
but also one of it in chemically active forms. 


The activities of this essential do not invelve the phosphorus in 
its elemental form. Rather, it functions in the combination—almost 
universally—of itself as one part combined with four of oxygen, 
or in the phosphate form. Even as this unit, it is commonly in 
further combinations with either hydrogen, or calcium, or the 
vitamin-like units of combined carbon, hydrogen and nitrogen. 
Thus, in general, this oxidized phosphate unit as an anion becomes 
highly important in its roles in body processes using the car- 
bohydrates as well as in affecting many other activities we as- 
sociate with the proteins. 


In building the skeletal part of the body we emphasize calcium, 
phosphorus and magnesium along with the carbonate combined with 
the calcium and the magnesium, as they are inorganics coming 
from the soil. But, in building the plants, via the common fertilizers, 
we have been emphasizing nitrogen, phosphorus, and potassium as’ 
soil treatments representing nutritional supplements for the growth 
of vegetative matter. Phosphorus is the one soil-borne element 
common to both of these groups, and serving uniquely in many 
functions in both the plants and the animals. It is essential in 
ever-increasing metabolic services as we find its catalytic and struc- 
tural functions appearing in connection with the carbohydrates as 
well as with the changes involving proteins in the cells of both 
plants and animals. 


While calcium is found in the bones and teeth to the extent of 
about 99 percent of its total in the body, save for some of it in the 
extra-cellular areas, phosphorus is also mainly in the bones in the 
human body, save that there is from 10-20 percent of the total in 
the soft tissues. These tissues seem to have priority over the bone 
for the active phosphate. Hence, bones may be giving up their 
phosphorus ‘long before that sacrifice in this body part is recog- 
nized as a biochemical irregularity. For the metabolism of energy 
compounds, their combination with phosphate in a reaction called 
“phosphorylation” is an essential step for their absorption from 
the intestinal tract like the fats and the sugars. The phosphate 
radical is chemically bound to proteins, fatty acids, carbohydrates

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and enzymes, which fact illustrates the several food and feed com- 
ponents with which it may be chemically functional. It is tightly 
bound and the high energy involved permits gradual release of 
energy during oxidation, for example, like that from the liver 
sugar, or glycogen, in the muscle. The phosphate part of a com- 
pound, as the anion or negatively charged ion, is the chief negative 
one within the cell fluids. Outside of the cell, the phosphate is es- 
sential in regulating the acid-base balance of the body. Its excre- 
tion in the urine is a part of the mechanism of that maintenance. 


Phosphorus Shortages and Inactivities for Processes 
Dealing with Proteins are Emphasized by More 
Nitrogen and Potassium as Fertilizer. 


Now that the use of chemical nitrogen as fertilizer for plants 
is more extensive and at more generous rates, the phosphorus short- 
ages in the soil are magnifying themselves in seriously disturbed 
plant processes. These are suggesting imbalances in our soil treat- 
ments through such readily soluble and highly ionized, and thereby 
highly active, anions like the nitrate applied as such or resulting 
from the microbial oxidation of applied ammonia. Also, there is 
the very active cation, potassium, coming into more extensive ap- 
plication on the soil. It is bringing along with itself the highly 
active, and thereby also disturbing, chlorine which is required in 
only trace amounts in plant nutrition. These in their highly dy- 
namic, ionic behaviors are all in decided contrast to those of the 
less dynamic phosphate.

As a trivalent anion the phosphate is more insoluble. It is not 
highly ionized.- Consequently, it is not very active. Yet, as an 
essential element, it must be made such if it is to function in 

balance with more active ones in both the plant and animal proc- 

esses that build the body composed of protein, and that oxidize , 
the carbohydrates to give the energy to the cells of the bodies for 

the creative services they carry out. . 


The agricultural problem of using phosphorus, then, is not only 
one of having ample amounts of phosphorus present in the soil, 
the plant and the animal bodies as shown by ash analysis, but also 
one of increasing the activities of phosphorus in its inorganic form 
in combination with mainly calcium and hydrogen, and also in its 
organic combinations of many kinds. The levels of these activities 
must be high enough to make phosphorus literally be the fulerum 
that determines how high it may be raised and how widely the 
other essentials may fluctuate and yet let all the growth processes 
be balanced well enough to undergird agricultural production. 


The Problem of Phosphorus’ Activities in the Soil. 


In the original rocks of the earth’s crust, the phosphorus is a 
scarce element when viewed in relation to others for production 
of crops for animal feeding. Found in nearly all igneous rocks, it 
is there mainly in the form of the mineral apatite. While this 
mineral is widely distributed over the earth’s crust, it is in rela- 
tively small proportions. There are some few places where it is 
concentrated into larger deposits or in veins. It is slowly dissolved 
in percolating carbonated waters. Hence, in the soil it is moved 
from its highly insoluble state to conditions of more activity by 
decaying organic matter giving off its resulting carbonic acid. 
Fortunately, as a matter of conservation, it is thus held rather 
permanently in the soil. It is moved only slowly toward the sea. 
This is in decided contrast to other elements like calcium, sodium, 
potassium, chlorine, nitrogen, sulfur and others. In the presence of 
calcium carbonate, phosphorus is not readily dissolved, though 
again even apatite is more soluble in the presence of accumulated 
organic matter when swamp areas rich in humus dissolve this 
mineral and also the phosphorus in the simpler tri-calcium- 
phosphate. Moved to the sea in small amounts, it is taken from 
there by the life in the sea. By the death of that, the phosphorus 
has been left in combination with calcium. Mineral phosphatic beds 
of calcium have been formed from literally the grave-yards of fish. 
These have served as commercial sources of phosphorus for fer- 
tilizer use. 


Fish, collected from the sea by the cormorants and dropped in 
their roosting areas along the Western shores of South America, 
have made the guano deposits, once mined and formerly imported 
extensively into the United States as fertilizer nitrogen, a phos- 
phatie fertilizer as well. When the guano was the first nitrogenous 
fertilizer used by the pioneer cotton farmer, and was later replaced 
by Chile saltpeter also from Western South America, because of 
the emphasis on only the element nitrogen in these two fertilizers, 
it is not surprising that the Southern pioneer preferred the guano. 
Doubtless he was cognizant of the extra values of the phosphorus 
from fish bones in the accumulated nitrogenous bird droppings, or 
guano. This says nothing of the organic compounds of fertilizer 
value directly, and also of value for their effects in making the 
phosphorus more active in this combination. Also the nitrogen in 
the organic form would be transformed by the soil microorganism 
more effectively when in company with the calcium phosphate of 
fish origin from the sea. Nitrogen transformations, in turn, make 
the insolub!e forms of phosphate more active too, as decaying green 
manures used in connection with rock phosphate fertilizer testify 
in agricultural practice. 


In the very beginnings of commercial fertilizer production and 
use, it was the need for phosphorus that provoked and initiated 
what has developed into this present tremendous industry connect- 
ing itself with the provision of the fertility essentials needed for 
the soil. It was the low activity of the phosphorus in bones, initial- 
ly used to supplement the plants’ needs for phosphorus from the 
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soil, that started the fertilizer business. Bones, as a form of tri- 
calcium-phosphate in an organic matrix, and in possibly other com- 
binations of animal origin, were treated with sulfuric acid to result 
in calcium-acid-phosphate. This is a more soluble phosphorus. It 
is one ionically more active in the soil moisture Later, the natural 
mineral forms of phosphorus, including apatite, a calcium-fluo- 
phosphate, and the other natural deposits of phosphorus included 
in the general term “rock phosphate” were treated similarly. This 
was the major chemical process in the fertilizer industry, though 
it is less so recently with the increased chemical fixation of nitrogen 
and the mining of potassium salts. Though there are other phos- 
phate minerals besides those of the phosphates of calcium, includ- 
ing those of iron and aluminum, the insolubility of all of them, or 
their inactivity in the soil, the plant and the animal body, makes 
their use a problem of changing them enough chemically to mobilize 
into activity the inactive phosphorus they carry. 


Phosphatic fertilizers, then divide themselves into two groups. 
These may be considered (a) the starter fertilizers, or the more 
soluble and more active forms resulting from phosphatic minerals 
treated with acids to make an acid calcium salt of phosphorus, 
hence the name “acid phosphate”; and (b) the sustaining fertility 
which is the highly pulverized natural phosphatic minerals without 
chemical treatment, applied in much larger quantities to the soil 
to build up the soil’s supply of phosphorus. These natural minerals 
are intended to be slowly mobilized by the soil processes, rather 
than to provide a highly active form used in smaller amounts with 
the seeding of the crop, as the acid phosphate is, Fertilizer produc- 
tion aimed its efforts to provide phosphorus of a high degree of 
activity. It has always been faced with the problem of the ready 
reversion of an active, or ionic, form of phosphorus back to an in- 
active form, or one not so soluble, in but a short period after mix- 
ing within the soil. Emphasis has recently gone to combining the 
phosphorus with nitrogen to give ammonium phosphate, more solu- 
ble and more active than even much of the acid phosphate of cal- 
cium. All of this is more testimony that the problem of phosphorus 
is one of; first, the generous presence of this element in the soil; 
and, second, one of keeping it ionically active there for entrance 
into the plant root. 


Chemistry of Soil Phosphorus Differs from its Biochemistry. 

Paradoxical as it may seem when we say that calcium in the 
soil may make them more soluble and active calcium-acid-phosphate 
become less soluble and less active, so far as the chemist measures 
the activity of phosphorus, yet when phosphorus is applied as the 
calcium-acid-phosphate, it is mobilized into a legume forage crop, 
like lespedeza, in larger quantities per acre when the soil is first 
treated with calcium carbonate, than when the phosphate is applied 
alone. This was demonstrated by some research studies at the Mis- 
souri Agricultural Experiment Station using (a) no treatment, (b) 
acid phosphate, and (c) limestone and acid phosphate, each on trip- 
licate plots and making chemical analyses of the crops of lespe- 
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Figure 2-VII. More of the applied phosphorus was mobilized into the lespedeza 
crop when the soil was also limed.

deza from which the weed crops were separated and both meas- 
ured. Acid phosphate alone increased the stand of the legume, or 
conversely, reduced the percentage of weeds in the harvested crop. 
But phosphate combined with limestone as the soil treatment re- 
sulted in no weeds. Percentages of lespedeza in the harvested crop 
were 60, 90 and 100, respectively, in the order of soil treatments 
listed above. 


The figures for the total harvested one sey in the crop in 
the same order as above were 1.44, 1.78 and 2.53 pounds. The 
amounts of the harvested calcium, coming along with that increase 
of phosphorus mobilized from the soil through the presence of the

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calcium, were 7.12, 8.76 and 13.17 pounds in the crop. The amounts 
of total protein harvested in the cuttings of iespedeza and weeds 
combined were 85.2, 100.5 and 182 pounds for the above soil treat- 
ments. If the protein in the weeds is subtracted, the values are 
73.9, 97.2 and 182.0 pounds delivered by the crop of lespedeza only. 


In terms of the concentrations of the phosphorus in the hay, 
there was the same percentage of it, namely 0.189 percent in the 
dry matter, when the soil was given no treatment as when it was 
given the combination of lime and phosphate. It was higher, name- 
ly 0.201 percent, when phosphate only was the soil treatment. The 
concentrations of calcium in the hay were also higher for the com- 
bined treatments of the soil than for the no treatment, but both of 
these were lower than the concentration of calcium in the lespedeza 
hay given the phosphate alone as the soil treatment. 


All of these data remind us that while we may visualize calcium 
carbonate uniting with acid phosphate in the soil to make the 
phosphate less soluble, according as the soil extraction in the labor- 
atory measures the activity of the phosphorus, yet we must visualize 
some different situations than momentary Solution values deter- 
mining the mobilization of phosphorus from its supply in the soil 
into the plant root. The presence of calcium in the roots of legumes 
has demonstrated its significance, via the plant’s processes, in 
mobilizing the nutrients like phosphorus, nitrogen and potassium 
from the soil into the crop in other researches. In connection with 
many more living processes, the phosphorus is closely associated 
with, and improved by the presence of, calcium. The same situation 
prevails in the soil even though, according to usual chemical facts 
and the tests of the soil, this appears to be a paradox, (Fig. 2-VII) 


Limited Activities and Supplies of Soil Phosphorus 
Give Plants Hidden Hungers. 


In the growing of plants, the shortages of phosphorus are not 
commonly expected to give their manifestations in the seedling or 
the plant’s early growing stages. The seed represents a liberal 
stored supply. The uptake of phosphorus is also at a relatively low 
rate as long as the plant is in the vegetative stage. But once the 
pollen from the anthers drops on the stigma of the pistil to start 
the process of reproduction, then the uptake of phosphorus by the 
plant from the soil increases decidedly. This emphasizes the much 
higher requirements for phosphorus for seed production and for 
the storage of phosphorus there, than for the growing of the vege- 
tative mass. It duplicates, to some degree, the cell’s slow rate of 
forming nucleic acid, or sulfur-hydrogen compounds, during the in- 
creasing mass of the cell by early growth, in contrast to the higher 
rate of forming these special nucleic compounds apparently re- 
quired for the division of the cell. This higher uptake of phos- 
phorus results in the 0.30-0.40 percent of phosphorus in the wheat 
grain, for example, while that in the remaining straw amounts to 
only about 0.06 to 0.10 percent of the dry matter. It illustrates the 
higher delivery of phosphorus in the grain for the nutrition of the 
animal in contrast to the problem of animal survival when fed on 
the straw. Even in the tuber of the potato, as the reproductive 
organ which may be very low in phosphorus, the relative amount 
of phosphorus is 3.4 percent of the tuber ash while it is only 1.2 
percent of the ash of the potato vines. Even this vegetative kind of 
reproduction illustrated by the potato serves to concentrate the 
phosphorus to about three times that found in the other vegetative 


parts of the crop. Root crops exhibit the same phenomena, so that 
the early statements were commonly made that the roots of plants 
are high in their concentrations of phosphorus, This is true for the 
roots of biennials or perennials serving to start the growth of the 
crop in the next season. Roots of annuals may be only slightly 
more concentrated in phosphorus than are the vegetative tops. The 
major differences between concentrations of phosphorus in the 
roots over those in the tops are in plants of which the root rep- 
resents reproduction of the next crop. 


In our neglect of the fertility of the soil while searching for 
substitute crops for those failing from this neglect, we have been 
gradually growing forages offering lowered concentrations of phos- 
phorus. These lowered concentrations in the feed crops are not 
readily recognized. They are a form of the plants’ hidden hunger. 
The forage plants commonly grown in the mid-continental areas of 
general farming are not often so low in phosphorus as to represent 
serious deficiencies. It is commonly considered that when rough- 
ages contain near 0.18 percent of phosphorus in their dry weight, 
there is little likelihood of phosphorus deficiency for dairy cows, 
even when corn is fed as the only carbohydrate. However, there are 
many areas of under-developed and of excessively developed soils 
put to animal grazing in this and other countries where the vege- 
tation on which the cow is expected to feed herself does not supply 
enough phosphorus in the kinds of plants growing there naturally. 


When the phosphorus in vegetation is very low, the calcium may 
also be relatively low. The minimum of it in roughages required to 
prevent its deficiencies for animals hag been given as 0.3 percent 
in the dry matter, or at about two and one-half times that of the 
phosphorus. These values correspond closely with the calcium- 
phosphorus ratios in the normal blood serum of our animals and of 
ourselves. Troubles connected with low concentrations of phos- 
phorus in the blood may remain hidden to suggest that the blood 
samples might profitably be tested for phosphorus when drawn for 
other purposes. Thereby we might reveal impending troubles com- 
ing via the plant growth, supposed to be animal nutrition, before 
serious or disastrous symptoms from that source reveal them. 
Plant processes of protein production and delivery of a seed crop 
are threatened with failure when the calcium and phosphorus con- 
centrations drop to such low levels, still not jeopardizing the an- 
imal’s health with clinical manifestations. Good legume hay, like 
red clover, carries a concentration of 2.0 percent nitrogen, 1.4 per- 
cent calcium, 0.40 percent magnesium, and 0.25 percent phosphorus 
suggesting what the pastured animal chooses as its protein sup- 
plement, and its inorganic element supplement, to the grasses in 
the pastures of mixed herbages. Different plants are merely dem- 
onstrating different degrees of protein shortages in quantity and 
in quality for animal nutrition in relation to the vegetative bulk 
they produce. This protein deficiency in the plant reflects the 
shortages and imbalances in the fertility elements among which 
phosphorus as a shortage in quantity, and more often in its activity 
in the soil, is a decided factor. 


Many Factors in the Animal Body Control 
The Activities of Phosphorus There. 


Phosphorus deficiencies in the soil may be more specifically 
connected with hidden hungers of our animals when those troubles

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can be traced back to what we fed them, and then back to the soils 
growing the feeds. Phosphorus exhibits its activities always con- 
nected with a reserve supply of itself seemingly inactive. This is 
particularly the case in the animal body. There much of the phos- 
phorus content is hidden away in the bones. But this less active 
supply there can be mobilized into action rather quickly when a 
phosphorus-deficient diet for the rat moves the stored phosphorus 
from the bone into the blood, or the reverse, when a high-phosphorus 
diet moves it from the blood into the bone, each within twelve 
hours after the changes of the required phosphorus supply in the 
diet promote these shifts. Our failure to know the functions of 
phosphorus has left us blind to its changing supplies and activities 
as they indicate our chances to prevent trouble by management of 
the animal’s ration via the fertility ration we are feeding the crop 
through the soil. 


When only about one-half of the blood’s content of calcium in 
the plasma is in the active form, i.e., ionic, while the rest is bound 
to the protein there; then, when there is the reserve calcium in the 
bone; and when the phosphorus in the body is in almost specific 
molecular relations and ratios to the calcium; we may well view 
phosphorus as (a) an inactive reserve in the bone, (b) much that 
is inactive in combination with protein in the blood plasma, and (c) 
a small active supply in the blood stream. But to complicate the 
activity matter still more, the active phosphorus is represented by 
three degrees of ionic activity according to its different ionizations. 
This results from the fact that the phosphate ion is trivalent, or 
carries three negative electric charges. The phosphate is more ac- 
tive as it is combined with less calcium and more hydrogen or 
acidity. Here is the means for the body’s acid-base balance. This 
is similar to the shifts in acid-base balances in the body brought 
about by enzyme-induced alterations of ammonia (a cation) or of 
bicarbonate (an anion) excretions in the kidney tubule. As an- 
other complication in the phosphate activity, there is the fact that 
phosphate is so closely associated with calcium and this latter, in 
turn, with carbonic acid in the blood stream and even in the bone, 
that the activities of phosphorus are modified by the related be- 
haviors of all of these ions. Phosphorus will be properly compre- 
hended in terms of our keeping it amply supplied in the feeds we 
raise, only when we know its biochemical activities more completely 
as well as the amounts of it in plant ash. 


It is significant to note that phosphorus is an inactive combina- 
tion, apparently when adsorbed, in the protein of the blood plasma. 
It is also laid down in an inactive form, apparently in the bone. 
But even there, the basic procedure of bone construction suggests 
that collagen, the protein part of the bone, is laid down first and 
then a phosphorus compound, suggesting the mineral apatite, is 
distributed within that as the matrix for eventual solidification, It 
is significant to note that in all these “activities” of phosphorus, 
they have this element in an organo-phosphatic compound. The 
activities of phosphorus within the plant emphasize their increase, 
too, via organic combinations of it. When vitamin D brings about 
increased activities, it does so through organic combinations, This 
vitamin serves to raise the activities by increasing the active phos-

phorus and calcium levels in the blood through increased absorption 
of them from the gut, and by improved reabsorption of phosphate 
from the kidney, to recycle this active form rather than permit the 
bodys’ excretion of it. The body is thrifty with reference to its 
supply of active phosphate. 


Phosphorus has long been known to be the one essential ele- 
ment required as fertilizer on humid soils, almost every where, if 
healthy animals are to be raised. Just why it is the more common 
cause of “hidden hunger” has not been comprehended. It is, how- 
ever, the one element of the anionic group which seems to be re- 
quired to lay the basis for animal health via the protein-rich crops 
we grow, i.e. much as calcium is the required cationic basis for 
proteins and all the other required ions which usually come along 
when the soil grows the more complete proteins. Increasing the 
supply of phosphorus in the soil has long been put up as the com- 
panion need going with the need to increase the calcium (mag- 
nesium) supply there for healthy animals. The natural climatic 
pattern developing soils has given the combination of these three 
in the soil their emphasis in the ecological pattern of wildlife. So 
while calcium, magnesium and phosphorus are being catalogued in 
their functions in plants to help us manage the soil more efficiently 
for healthy animals, we are bidding fair to prevent many hidden 
hungers. The knowledge so far gained is gratifying enough to en- 
courage us to learn more of how we can manage the soil fertility 
to grow healthy animals rather than depend on drugs for relief or 
escape from disaster. We must still grow health into the animals 
via the soil fertility. It cannot be thrown into them via the chemists’ 
shop. Animals can be creator’s of their own health through what 
they eat, if we can offer help in that direction by managing the soil 
treatments accordingly.

To some extent this upgrading of the 
American diet has been taking place. 
The Department of Agriculture indicates 
that an index of cilivilan food consump- 
tion per capita (1947-49 = 100) has grown 
from 91 in 1935-39 to 104 in 1956, or an in- 
crease of 14% in total per capita consump- 
tion of food since prewar. In that period 
calorie consumption per capita has remained 
almost constant, but consumption of protein 
per capita increased 9%, calcium 15%, iron 
19%, niacin 29%, riboflavin 29%, and thia- 
mine 30%. Carbohydrate consumption per 
capita dropped 12%. 

The late Dr. H. E. Babcock, who was 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees of Cor- 
nell University, effectively exploded the 
myth that the market for food is limited by 
the fact that the average human stomach 
has a capacity of only 40 fluid ounces. Ten 
years ago, in an article in the January 1946 
issue of the COUNTRY GENTLEMAN, he 
pointed out that in the elasticity of the 
quality in a pound of food there is the ex- 
plosive power to “blow” America into a new 
era of agricultural prosperity. His analysis 
showed that an upgraded diet for proper 
nutrition would include animal products 
equivalent to huge increases in our produc- 
tion of grains, hay, and other agricultural 
products. He said that, with an adequate 
diet of protective food, “a forty-ounce hu- 
man stomach can use up the equivalent of 
thirty-five pounds of corn a day,” and that 
doesn’t include the additional fruits, and 
vegetables, and cereals needed in a balanced 
diet. 

Dr. Babcock wrote: “Here is an educa- 
tional job for colleges, schools, government 
agencies, farm organizations, and labor 
unions, Some of this is already being done. 
But for quick action this is a job for sales- 
manship and advertising,” 

Even without expanding further the food 
share of the consumer dollar, the potential 
market for food products in the next five 
years—say by 1962—could expand at least 
25° over present levels. Total personal con- 
sumption expenditures for food (excluding 
alcholoic beverages) were at the annual rate 
of $70 billion in the second quarter of 1956. 
To keep up with our growing productive 
ability, and probable population growth by 
1962, the potential total market for food 
could expand to $88 billion or 25% greater 
than i 56.—See Chart #3. 

That means an opportunity to sell at least 
$18 billion more of food products annually 
five years from now, This opportunity can 
be shown to be real, but aggressive market- 
ine will be needed to reach this level since 
it means major changes in living standards 
and food habits. Also, this increase in vol- 
ume of food business will put pressure on 
our food distribution channels both for in- 
creased efficiency in distribution along with 
a widening range of selection to give con-

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sumers greater freedom of choice to meet 
their desires. 

But this is only the start! In ten years— 
by 1967—our national productive ability will 
grow to over $600 billion. To support this 
level of over $600 billion of production by 
1967 will require a major increase in our 
standard of living, We will have to increase 
total sales of goods and services to con- 
sumers by about $186 billion, to a level of 
about $400 billion compared with $264 bil- 
lion in 1956—and approximately $35 billion 
of that potential increase in living stand- 
ards is represented by a growth in food 
potential to a level of $105 billion (all fig- 
ures in terms of 1956 prices). See Chart #3. 

Actually, food expenditures have increased 
since prewar as a share of total personal 
consumption expenditures. At the low point 
of the depression, in 1933, food represented 
23.5% of the standard of living as measured 
by total personal consumption expenditures. 
In the immediate prewar years—1939 and 
1940—food represented 23.2%. By postwar 
1950 the food share had increased to 26.3% 
and in 1955 it was 26.4%. 

Even with no further increase in the share 
of the consumer dollar given to food the to- 
tal food market ten years from now could 
be 50% greater than now. But an analysis 
of the food consumption habits of families 
in different income groups will show that 
the opportunities for expansion of the total 
food market could exceed 50%. The spread 
between food expenditures in the present 
average income family and food expendi- 
tures in the better levels of income is con- 
siderably greater than 50%. 

The population increase up to 200 million 
by 1967 can contribute an increase of about 
19% to the food market. The remainder of 
the 50% potential increase by 1967 must 
come through changes in food habits—up- 
grading the diet and increasing the con- 
venience and range of selection of foods. 
An increase in selling effort and advertising 
is needed to bring about these changes. 


Discretionary Income Available In 
Larger Amounts Above $4,000 Income 


After taxes and the basic living costs of 
food, clothing and shelter, the typical Amer- 
ican family in 1941 had left only $439 of 
discretionary spending power available 
either for savings or other items of the 
standard of living, By 1956 the middle in- 
come family, even after greatly increased 
taxes and after the unfortunate inflation in 
prices of the basic necessities after the war, 
would have five times as much discretionary 
spending power as before if it did not 
change the structure of its demand for food, 
clothing and shelter. But this five-fold in- 
crease in discretionary spending power 
means that families do have the purchasing 
power to improve their diets or other basic 
items of their living standards if they de- 
sire. In this respect, meat is not competing 
now with just all other foods, but with all 
other desires.

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The total amount of money available to 
consumers beyond what would be needed to 
have a 1940 kind of living per capita for the 
basic necessities of food, clothing, and shel- 
ter, grew from $27 billion in 1940 to $163 
billion in 1956. That is a growth of over six 
times since prewar, That means that fam- 
ilies moving up to better income groups 
could take on the greater physical consump- 
tion of meat found prewar in similar income 
groups if they desired. The additional pur- 
chasing power is there even with higher 
meat prices. 


Now, one may protest that, since meat 
, prices have gone up over prewar levels, this 
EILEENMERE and B growth in discretionary spending power has 
no great meaning to the industry. This is 
erroneous, because the facts show that meat, 
in 1955, cost 1/3 less than prewar in terms 
of minutes of work required to buy a pound 
of meat. In other words, meat is a real bar- 
gain in terms of today’s discretionary spend- 
ing power, Prewar, it took 28 minutes of a 
factory worker’s time to buy a pound of 
meat; in 1955, only 19 minutes of work were 
required. That is 32% less work time. In 
the case of beef, 27% less work time was re- 
quired in 1955, and for pork, 38% less work 
time was required to buy a pound, 1956 fig- 
ures would show a further decrease in cost 
of meat in relation to average hourly earn- 
ings. As of November 1956 average hourly 
earnings in manufacturing had increased to 
Brood Cow Power 2.03 or 8% over the $1.88 average of 1955 
while retail prices showed no increase over 
the 1955 average.

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of income to 5.1% (percentagewise, that is 
a drop of about 14% in share) whereas oth- 
er foods in total increased from 17.2% of 
expenditures to 19.6%. 


Taking people’s total food expenditures as 
a base, this decline in meat’s share is even 
more obvious. Prewar, meat represented a 
little over a quarter of all expenditures for 
food (25.6%). By 1955 this had dropped to 
one-fifth of food expenditures (20.6%). All 
classifications of meat dropped as a share of 
what people were willing to spend for food. 
Even beef, which had the greater per capita 
consumption increase, dropped as a share of 
food expenditures from 11.3% to 10.9% 
What could account for this decline in the 
share people are willing to allot to meat? 
Meat certainly started out with an accepta- 
bility in prewar years that increased sub- 
stantially with each increase in income. It 
is apparent that as people moved up in the 
income scale they were not educated to take 
on the same dietary interest in meat as the 
income groups into which they moved had 
demonstrated. 

A Department of Agriculture study in 
prewar years showed that those with in- 
comes above $5,000 actually consumed per 
capita 2 1/3 times as much red meat as 
those with incomes under $1,000. In the 
prewar period represented by this study 
(1935-1939) families with incomes under 
$1,000 represented the majority of all fami- 
lies—5%. By 1955 this income group had 
dropped to only 10% of our population, Pre- 
war the income group above $3,000 rep- 
resented only 6% of the families, but these 
families were, on the average, consuming 
more than twice as much meat per person 
compared with the average family. Now, 
here is the startling change—in 1955 63% 
of our families had incomes over $3,000. 
Some 34 million families instead of 2% mil- 
lion were in the income levels where meat 
consumption could be high. Their discre- 
tionary spending power had increased sub- 
stantially so that if they wished to do so 
they could have increased their meat con- 
sumption per capita by double. And even 
then they would not be eating more meat 
per capita than similar families, prewar. 
The facts indicate, of course, that those mov- 
ing up did not increase their consumption to 
that extent. They were not adequately edu- 
cated to have the diet standards and desires 
of the prewar better income groups—partic- 
ularly in respect to meat. 

Then, looking to the future, by 1960 the 
number with incomes over $3,000 is expect- 
ed to represent about 80% of our families. 
So with education, it is obvious that there 
could be very substantial further increase in 
meat consumption. It is equally obvious that 
lack of promotion must have been a major 
contributing factor to the decline in the 
share of wkat people are willing to spend 
for food. 

One should recognize, of course, that there 
is a very substantial amount of retail adver- 
tising of meat. This, however, is almost en-

tirely in the form of price listing by retail 
chains or supermarkets—and weekend spe- 
cials. This form of advertising contributes 
very little to the basic educational job of 
changing diet concepts or creating a desire 
for meat. 

Just as a tangible indication of what the 
shifts in income groups alone should have 
meant to meat production and consumption, 
projections have been made on the basis of 
the present distribution of families by in- 
come and, using against this distribution, 
the actual physical consumption of meat for 
similar income groups, prewar. This in- 
dicates that, by 1955, meat consumption per 
capita should have reached 184 pounds, 
against an actual consumption of 161 pounds 
per capita. There were 23 pounds of un- 
developed potential or an opportunity for a 
14% increase over the actual 1955 level. On 
this same basis, just three years from now, 
by 1960, the potential consumption could 
reach 196 pounds or 22% above 1955. 

The Department of Agriculture, however, 
in its forecasts based, of course, without any 
increased promotion of meat but taking into 
account various historical cycles of produc- 
tion and feed, had indicated a probable drop 
in per capita consumption from the present 
161 pounds to 156 pounds in the next five 
years. 

In other words, the spread between the 
potential of 196 pounds based on income 
shifts, and the probable consumption of 156 
pounds, without promotion, is 40 pounds. 
That 40 pounds of undeveloped potential is 
an indication of the area of opportunity to 
the meat industry, And that is based only 
on what similar income groups actually con- 
sumed prewar. There is no reason, further- 
more, why this should be a ceiling because 
the prewar diet and actual consumption of 
meat even in these better income groups 
was not necessarily as high as dieticians 
woud prefer to see it. 

The spread between income groups is 
somewhat greater in beef than in total meat. 
The income group over $5,000, for example, 
actually consumed 2.6 times as much as the 
income group under $1,000 which then typi- 
fied our economy. Only 2% million familes 
then were in the area above $3,000 where 
beef consumption per capita was far above 
average. Now over 34 million families are 
in that group and by 1960 some 48 million 
families or consumer spending units are ex- 
pected to have incomes over $3,000, That’s 
a huge mass movement into areas where 
beef consumption could represent a much 
larger share of the diet. 

A projection of the beef potential similar 
to that described for total red meat, based 
on actual consumption habits prewar in dif- 
ferent income groups, indicates that beef in 
1955 should have reached a level of 85 
pounds per person. Actual consumption was 
81 pounds, so there was at least 4 pounds of 
undeveloped potential in 1955. Projecting 
this to 1960, based only on what similar in-

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NEW RULES ON SHIPMENT 
OF CATTLE INTERSTATE 


Interstate movement of all cattle except 
steers, spayed heifers and calves under 8 
months old comes under federal control 
starting Jan. 1, 1957, to curb the spread of 
brucellosis (Bang’s disease), the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture reminds stock- 
men. 


The new rules are aimed primarily at 
strengthening and unifying control of inter- 
state movement of cattle relative to brucel- 
losis—particularly to counties and states 
already designated modified certified bru- 
cellosis-free under the accelerated federal- 
state co-operative brucellosis eradication 
program. Violation of the regulation is a 
federal offense. 


Two classes of cattle can move into any 
state with comparative ease. Cattle from 
brucellosis-free herds and areas require only 
an official certificate. And officially vac- 
cinated animals under 30 months old can be 
shipped with only an official certificate, 
except those moved into a modified-certified 
brucellosis-free area. They must have, in 
addition? a permit from the livestock sani- 
tary official of the state of destination. 


Official vaccinates over 30 months old 
can be shipped to non-certified areas under 
an official certificate and a permit from the 
state of destination, if within the preceding 
30 days they were blood tested and showed 
a reaction no higher than incomplete ag- 
glutination at the 1:100 dilution. If they 
move into a modified-certified brucellosis- 
free area, however, they must be quaran- 
tined until tested negative or slaughtered. 


Most non-vaccinates over 8 months old 
can move under official] certificate if tested 
negative within 30 days of shipment, pro- 
vided that those going into a modified- 
certified brucellosis-free area also have a 
permit from the state of destination and are 
then quarantined until tested negative after 
30 days or slaughtered. There is an ex- 
ception, however, for animals from a fed- 
eral-state supervised herd that has tested 
reactor-free within 90 days before shipment. 
They can be shipped anywhere under of- 
ficial certificate only, provided each animal 
shipped has tested brucellosis-free at least 
30 days after the herd test but within 30 
days of shipment.

Winter Skin Troubles Of Cattle 


One of these winter days you may notice 
that something is wrong with your cattle, 
and that their hides are sprinkled with bald 
spots of various sizes. These may be either 
a healthy pink color or scabbed over with 
grayish or bloody crusts. When they first 
appear the spots are most likely to be seen 
around the head, neck, tail, and over the 
face, but-they usually lose no time in spread- 
ing out in all directions. As time goes on 
large areas of the skin may become wrink- 
led and thickened like old dried-out leather, 
often being covered with a heavy iayer of 
dandruff or oily scurf. 

In addition to such symptoms, intense 
itching accompanies many types of skin 
troubles, Cattle may then rub and scratch 
themselves in a crazy fashion whenever 
they’re turned loose. On the other hand, 
some troubles cause no itching at all, even 
when the appearance of the skin shows quite 
plainly that something is wrong. 

In view of the fact that several entirely 
different kinds of skin trouble can cause the 
same symptoms, you’d better not be too 
sure that you can diagnose the kind that 
happens to show up on your place, A few 
examples will show how easy it is to make 
mistakes along this line. 


One owner had a number of two-year-old 
heifers that had what he thought was ring- 
worm. When ordinarily effective remedies 
didn’t do any good, he decided it must be 
something else. A veterinarian examined a 
skin scraping under the microscope and 
found trouble was due to mites causing 
chorioptic mange. 

On another occasion a herd of supposedly 
lousy cows was found to be entirely free of 
lice, but infested with mites causing sarcop- 
tic mange. We mention these two cases as 
a reminder that there’s more than one kind 
of mange that can be mistaken for other 
skin troubles. It’s also possible for unrelated 
skin troubles to be diagnosed as mange. 

We remember a bunch of yearlings that 
was believed to have mange, but was found 
to have ringworm, instead. A neighbor was 
then sure that his calves had ringworm, too, 
but an investigation showed that his brand 
of trouble was due to an allergy caused by 
a milk replacer thate was being fed. 

On another occasion lice were blamed for 
causing intense itching that was eventually 
discovered as being due to an infectious dis- 
ease known as pseudorabies or “mad itch.” 

These cases will show that treatment is 
entirely dependent on the exact trouble in- 
volved, Once a correct diagnosis has been 
made, you can decide on the best type of 
treatment. You may like some of the old 
remedies like sulfur for lice, iodine for ring-

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worm, and lime-sulfur dip for mange, all of 
which are good. As an alternative, you may 
favor some of the newer ones like lindane 
for external parasites or various commer- 
cial preparations for ringworm, If you’re a 
dairyman, laws may prohibit the use of cer- 
tain compounds like chlordane or BHC that 
you would otherwise like. If trouble is due 
to a nutritional deficiency or some kind of 
an allergy, a change of ration may be all 
that’s needed. If mad itch happens to show 
up in your herd, you might as well forget 
about a remedy, for there isn’t any. 

In addition to finding out the kind of 
treatment that’s needed, there’s another rea- 
son why it’s advisable to get a definite diag- 
nosis of skin troubles that may affect your 
cattle this winter. Some of them, especially 
ringworm and sarcoptic mange, are easily 
spread to human beings. Accordingly, early 
recognition of the exact trouble might keep 
you and your family from becoming in- 
fected.

into the $15 column and finished at $16.85 
the last week in December. This was the 
highest price position that hogs held for any 
time during 1956 and represented better 
than a $6.00 margin over the same period a 
year ago when hogs were at their seasonal 
lows. 


Fancy meat-type hogs rose from a $17.50 
peak early in the period to $18.50 at the 
close. 

Looking back at 1956, cattlemen went 
through a long period of price losses that 
started back in 1954, then met sharp price 
upturns during the mid-year only to have 
their margins cut considerable near the 
close. In many instances their gains were 
wiped out in December. 

While the year 1956 went down on record 
at topping all meat production records, more 
than 28 billion pounds, many in the industry 
look for a cutback in production during 
1957. This ease-up of meat output is expect- 
ed to bring about some livestock price im- 
provement in the coming year.

come groups actually consumed prewar, 
would indicate a potential of 91 pounds per 
person. This is 12% above the 1955 actual 
but it is 17 pounds or 23% above what the 
Department of Agriculture has forecast the 
beef consumption may be without promo- 
tion. Again, they anticipate that by 1960 or 
1962 there will be a drop in beef consump- 
tion to 74 pounds per capita from the 81 
pounds level of 1955. 


Beef producers should ask themselves 
whether this drop is necessary. Shouldn’t 
the sights be raised to the minimum goal of 
at least having people in present day in- 
come groups consume as much beef as peo- 
ple in the same income groups did prewar? 
If this goal were set as a minimum it would 
mean a 23% better market per capita than 
the producers can look forward to on the 
basis of Department of Agriculture studies. 
Such an increase in consumption of beef 
would not mean borrowing from other meats 
or depressing their opportunity. It has been 
shown that total meat consumption could in- 
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crease substantially. Thus all forms of meat 
could benefit by increased promotion with- 
out damage to the market of individual 
types. 

All of this discussion has been on a per 
eapita basis. Now, if we recognize the 
growth in population and also if we carry 
this form of basic market analysis into a 
ten year future, we can see that develop- 
ment of meat consumption and, in partic- 
ular, beef consumption in line with potential 
could have very important iraplications not 
just to the producers of meat, but to the 
whole agricultural problem. 

On the basis of physical consumption, 
studies indicate an opportunity by 1967 
for the sale of 62% more pounds of meat 
and 46% more pounds of beef than we con- 
sumed in 1955, That means an opportunity 
for building consumption in ten years to 
43.0 billion pounds of meat and 19.6 billion 
pounds of beef compared with 26.6 billion 
pounds of meat and 13.4 billion pounds of 
beef in 1955. 

Now an increase of over 16 billion pounds 
of meat potential in this country could go 
far to solve the agricultural problems of 
over-production of grains and other prod- 
ucts, Dr. H. J, Reed, Dean and Director, Col- 
lege of Agriculture and Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station, Purdue University, in his 
analysis “Upgrading The Human Diet” be- 
fore the Boston Conference On Distribution, 
in October 1955, pointed out that “about 
seven calories of feed consumed by livestock 
are required to make one calorie in the form 
of meat, milk or eggs for human consump- 
tion.” If it takes roughly seven times as 
much grain to produce one pound of meat 
then, in terms of demand for other agricul- 
tural commodities, this 16 billion pound in- 
crease in meat potential would mean an in- 
crease of 112 billion pounds in needed other 
agricultural products to support this up- 
grading of our diet. 

Looking at the potential value of con- 
sumption, if meat were to hold its 5.9% 
share of disposable income and beef its 2.7% 
share, this would mean an increase in value 
of consumption of 84% for total meat over 
1955 and 59% for beef. This surely points 
to opportunity for greater return to both 
producers and processors. 

So there is certainly an incentive to the 
whole industry to take whatever measures 
are necessary to reach these goals which are 
realistically possible, These are goals which 
are based on actual consumption habits pre- 
war either in terms of pounds or in terms of 
the amount people were willing to spend for 
meat out of their income. 

The competition for this increased spend- 
ing power of the consumer, however, is be- 
coming intense. It is a factor that the meat 
industry must recognize because increasing 
sums are being spent now to influence the 
consumer to do other things than consume 
meat—that is to increase their consumption 
of other goods and services. The amount of 
advertising influence directed to the U. S.

was flourishing, occasionally unscrupulous 
horsemen made the amateur a victim of 
their “trade tricks”, especially through tam- 
pering or “bishoping” the teeth. As very 
young horses increase in value to a certain 
stage, the milk teeth were sometimes pulled 
a few months before they would normally 
fall out, thereby hastening the appearance 
of the permanent teeth and making the an- 
imal appear older. 

The practice of artificially drilling, burn- 
ing, or staining cups in the teeth of older 
horses in an attempt to make them sell as 
young horses was known as “bishoping”’. 
The experienced horseman can detect such 
deception because the ring of enamel that is 
always present around the natural cup can- 
not be reproduced; thus making the practice 
more difficult than counterfeiting money. 
Moreover, the slanting position and tri- 
angular shape of the teeth of an older an- 
imal cannot be changed. 


And speaking of deception, I am remind- 
ed of a whimsical story involving lambs’ 
teeth, a college president, and a magazine 
editor. At the time of the incident, the 
fledgling president was a staff member in 
a college department of animal husbandry 
and the editor-to-be was working his way 
through college as a student shepherd. Both 
the professor and the student were deeply 
concerned lest some lambs that they were 
fitting would lose their milk teeth (which 
they normally do at 12 to 14 months of age) 
prior to their big show, They inspected the 
teeth daily; only to see them become looser 
and looser. Finally, unbeknown to the pro- 
fessor, the ingenious student located some 
glue which it was claimed would remain 
firm at body temperature. Stealthily, by 
night, he squeezed a portion of the magic 
substance around the base of the two center 
incisors. The teeth firmed! The next day, 
the professor—still unaware of his student’s 
prank—was hilarious as he examined the 
teeth and found that they had firmed up; 
his prayers had been answered, The lambs 
were shown, and they won; with the profes- 
sor none the wiser. Years passed; the pro- 
fessor became president of a great univer- 
sity, and the student became a successful 
magazine editor. Then, one day, the Editor 
screwed up his courage and told the Presi- 
dent the story of the mysterious tightening 
of the lambs’ teeth, Still more years passed 
and the college President recommended the 
Editor for the presidency of a state univer- 
sity; said the old professor to his former 
student, “With your ingenuity, you should 
make a great college president”.

Now Some Beef Cattle Are Being 
Mouthed 


Experienced stockmen can pick out those 
animals that some showmen did not find in 
the back “40” until they were several weeks, 
or months, of age; with the result that they 
were rather mature when the birth date was 
recorded. Such “over-aged” animals have an 
advantage in the show-ring; for it is not up 
to the judge to challenge the age of an an- 
imal once it enters the ring. 


At the present time, some of the beef 
cattle registry associations are attempting 
to rectify this situation; they are hiring ex- 
pert veterinarians to mouth the entries be- 
fore they enter the ring. One registry asso- 
ciation is even giving the exhibitors an op- 
portunity te get their respective houses in 
order, without embarrassment; through 
mouthing only the Junior Calves this year— 
then they will examine through the Junior 
Yearling next year, and finally all age 
groups will be mouthed two years hence. 


I am all for the program; it will, literally 
speaking, “put teeth into show-ring classi- 
fications”. Perhaps the cattle exhibitor will, 
henceforth, first mouth his animals and then 
enter them in a show classification accord- 
ingly, And this will likely be closer to the 
actual birth dates than sometimes has been 
the case in the past. Based on observations 
with the eruption of children’s teeth and ex- 
perience with horses’ teeth, however, I am 
just wondering if the experts can always 
tell the age of cattle within 4 months of the 
actual birth date (the 4 months represent- 
ing the age spread between most show-ring 
classificatons). I do hope that innocent peo- 
ple will not get hurt, for it is always dis- 
turbing to challenge a man’s honesty and 
integrity. Without doubt, the able officers 
of our breed registry associations are sure 
of their ground; at least, let us hope so. 


How To Determine The Age of Cattle 
By The Teeth 


There is nothing mysterious about this 
procedure. With all farm animals, it is 
simply a matter of noting the time of ap- 
pearance and the degree of wear of the tem- 
porary and of the permanent teeth. The 
temporary or milk teeth are readily dis- 
tinguished from the permanent ones by their 
smaller size and whiter coler. 


At maturity, cattle have 32 teeth, of which 
8 are incisors in the lower jaw. The two cen- 
tral incisors are known as pinchers; the 
next two are called first intermediates; the 
third pair is called second intermediates or 
laterals; and the outer pair ig known as the 
corners. Of course, there are no upper in- 
cisor teeth—only the thick, hard dental pad. 


By the eruption of the teeth, it is possi- 
ble to tell the approximate age of cattle. It 
should be realized, however, that theoretical 
knowledge is not sufficient and that anyone 
who would become proficient must also have 
practical experience, The best way to learn 
how to recognize age in any class of farm

This means we reach nearly 18,000 new 
folks each year and we have been adding 
from three thousand to thirty-six hundred 
brand new subscribers each year, which 
more than offsets the expirations that do 
not renew. 

We have always bragged we could place 
a full-page ad in the hands of our readers 
for less than the cost of a government post- 
ecard, this is especially easy to do today with 
government cards costing two cents each, To 
this add the cost of addressing the cards and 
printing a message to publicize your own 
herd, or to offer surplus cattle for sale.

GRAVEL HELPS CUT 
DOWN SCOURING 


A bushel basket of gravel can be more 
effective in controlling erosion below a 
drainage culvert than a costly cement 
structure. 

Even large boulders won’t do the job, ac- 
cording to research engineers with the Colo- 
rado A & M Experiment Station. They have 
found that graded gravel, with rocks no 
larger than two inches, will break the force 
of the water sufficiently to prevent wash- 
ing of the stream bed. 

The hole that results from this erosion is 
known as a “scour”. It oceurs where’ water 
comes from a pipe or ditch and falls to a 
lower stream bed. Purpose of the current 
research at Colorado A & M is to try to con- 
trol the size of the scour, and cut down on 
bank erosion downstream. 

Engineers hope to show that a man with 
a shovel can scoop out a hole, put in the 
proper amount of gravel, and eliminate 
most of his erosion problem. Amount of 
maintenance required would depend on soil 
qualities and force of the water.

Fats In The Diet In Relation 


To Arteriosclerosis

Current research on the causes of arterio- 
sclerosis and coronary heart disease at least 
encourages an optimistic outlook, Recent 
findings indicate that these conditions may 
be acquired diseases rather than inevitable 
consequences of the aging process, Con- 
siderable evidence is being accumulated that 
these conditions, which are most common in 
some of the more highly civilized popula- 
tions and appear to be increasing in preva- 
lence, may be in large measure a result of 
faulty nutrition. A spirit of hopefulness has 
been aroused that this scourge may be pre- 
vented or checked by appropriate regulation 
of the diet. 


It is imperative that the urgency in the 
situation not be allowed to disrupt a sound 
and orderly attack on the problem, through 
exploitation by selfish interests or undue 
emotion and competitiveness among investi- 
gators. A prime need is for conservative, 
deliberate, and cautious interpretation and 
application of the fragments of knowledge 
seemingly related to the solution of these 
problems, When knowledge seems sufficient- 
ly certain to justify application, great cau- 
tion must be exercised in manipulating the 
diets of populations lest unanticipated defi- 
ciencies or imbalances are created. Interest- 
ing but unproved leads must not be made 
the basis of dietary recommendations. 

The focal point of interest of present is 
the role of dietary fat. Dietary fat is not a 
single, simple substance but is a complex 
mixture of fats, steroids, lipidsoluble pig- 
ments, and other substances. Some of the 
fatty acids are essential for certain animals 
and possibly for the health of the human 
species and should be supplied in the diet. 
A certain amount of fat in the diet is re- 
quired to make it palatable and satisfying. 
Fats from the various animal and vegetable 
sources differ in their composition, Nutri- 
tionally, a major recognized difference is 
the relative amounts of so-called essential 
fatty acids. 

For some time there have been indications 
that the total amount of fat consumed bears 
some relation to the amount of a fatty sub- 
stance, cholesterol, that accumulates in the 
blood. In turn, the cholesterol in the blood 
has been thought to have some part in the 
causation of arteriosclerosis and coronary 
heart disease. High levels of fat in the diet 
and high levels of cholesterol in the blood 
have commonly been held responsible for the 
increasing incidence of these conditions in 
certain populations that habitually consume 
diets containing an abundance of fat. 


In this connection, it now appears that a 


distinction must be made between fats from 
the usual animal sources and the majority 
of fats of vegetable origin. Recent studies in 
man and in experimental animals suggest 
that saturated fatty acids may lead to 
greater accumulation of cholesterol in the 
blood than a corresponding amount of un- 
saturated fatty acids. Unprocessed vege- 
table fats include larger amounts of the so- 
called essential unsaturated fatty acids than 
do most animal fats; the significance of this 
difference in preventing or relieving the 
accumulation of excessive amounts of chol- 
esterol in the blood is the subject of inten- 
sive investigation at present. 

Attention should be focused on the 
amounts of saturated and unsaturated fats 
in the diet rather than on the total amounts 
of fats, whether of vegetable or animal 
origin. The ratio between the amounts of 
“essential” unsaturated fatty acids and the 
saturated fatty acids may be the crucial con- 
sideration. An actual deficiency of the so- 
called essential unsaturated fatty acids 
severe enough to cause the signs and symp- 
toms observed in animals, but not in man, 
may not be prevalent; however a relative in- 
sufficiency of “essential” unsaturated fatty 
acids may be important in the pathogenesis 
of arteriosclerosis. The metabolism of the 
load of saturated fatty acids imposed by the 
more abundant fat in the diets of some pop- 
ulations may require the simultaneous pro- 
vision of larger amounts of “essential” un- 
saturated fatty acids than are required to 
deal with diets containing relatively small 
amounts of saturated fatty acids, whether of 
animal or vegetable origin. 

Besides fat, many other factors such as 
sex, heredity, age, physical activity, other 
dietary deficiencies, total amount of calories 
ingested, and disorders of the liver and kid- 
ney influence the amount of cholesterol in 
the blood. It is not likely that a single cause 
will be found responsible for all cases of ar- 
teriosclerosis, nor should expectation be 
aroused that this condition will be complete- 
ly prevented or regularly checked by a mere 
altering of the kind or amount of fat in the 
diet. The extent to which the findings in ex- 
perimental animals can be applied to the 
disease state in man is by no means certain. 


It is easy to assume that obesity is the 
result of eating too much fat, but this is not 
strictly true. The body is able to. convert 
other foodstuffs such as carbohydrate into 
fat. The ingestion of an excessive amount 
of calories or energy-producing food leads 
to obesity. It is generally easier and safer 
for a person to reduce his weight on a diet 
containing the usual proportion of fat but 
restricted in total calories because the ap- 
petite is better satisfied with a diet con- 
taining fat. The problem of obesity is sepa- 
rate from the determination of the proper 
use of fat in the diet for the promotion of 
sound nutrition.

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The present situation demands that the 
public receive guidance from competent 
physicians in the interpretation of the ex- 
citing but fragmentary knowledge that 
seems to bear upon the problems of arterio- 
sclerosis and coronary heart disease, Ex- 
ploitation of incomplete knowledge by in- 
dustries for the purpose of competition or 
by investigators for personal recognition 
would be irresponsible and detrimental to 
progress in conquering these major afflic- 
tions. Everyone concerned will benefit from 
any aid that can be given to research di- 
rected at basic knowledge of these diseases 
or to predisposing disturbances in metabo- 
lism within the individual, even though the 
immediate application may not be apparent. 


The need for caution in setting arbitrary 
levels for the amounts of animal or vege- 
table fats in the diet is made apparent when 
one considers the paucity of pertinent 
knowledge on the role of fat and the con- 
stituent variety of fatty acids in human nu- 
trition. It is obviously unwise and unneces- 
sary to exclude fats from the diet, and even 
if desirable would no doubt be virtually im- 
possible. Estimations of total fat consumed 
by populations with differing incidences of 
arteriosclerosis are too crude to serve as 
more than a guide for planned investiga- 
tions. Only a clue as to the qualitative and 
quantitative significance of unsaturated 
versus saturated fatty acids has been gain- 
ed from epidemiological surveys.

did well handled commercially and a year or 
two later, with the acquisition of part of 
the present land holdings, registered cattle 
were bought. Since then there has been a 
steady growth in the physical plant and in 
the quality and numbers of cattle. 

One was impressed in going through the 
herd of the large number of good cattle, of 
the practical way in which they are raised, 
and of the high production of the herd.

WHERE IS BRACKEN POISONING? 


What’s happened to bracken poisoning of 
range cattle? 

That’s what K, A. Wagnon, San Joaquin 
Experimental Range, O’Neals, California, 
would like to know. 

Reported from many countries for a long 
period of time, bracken poisoning resulted in 
‘attle deaths in the Sierra National Forest 
in 1946, Wagnon told members of the Cali- 
fornia section of the American Society of 
Range Management at their 1956 annual 
meeting on the home campus of California 
State Polytechnic College, here. But since 
that year, range animals haven’t been killed. 

More, Wagnon told the group of some 
100 range management specialists, while he 
was able to produce symptoms and kill cat- 
tle experimentally in 1946, he hasn’t been 
able to do so since, Efforts to repeat the re- 
sults have been futile.

PENN STATE COMPLETES 
NEW RESEARCH BUILDING 

New research facilities to combat farm 
animal and poultry diseases in Pennsylvania 
will soon be in full operation at the State 
University here. Farm animal and poultry 
disease losses in the Keystone State amount 
to over $50 million annually. 

Just completed is a new animal disease 
research building containing 17 isolation 
pens, seven laboratories, four offices, sterili- 
zation room, feed room, cleanup area and 
locker rooms. 

Spring will see the completion of an ad- 
ditional five isolation pens, an autopsy 
room, and an incinerator with a capacity of 
300 pounds per hour for destroying carcas- 
ses. 

Each of the 22 pens is a completely closed 
room with special ventilation to avoid air- 
borne transmission of disease. Each pen 
has an entry room with space for changing 
clothes and a wash stand for cleaning upon 
entering and leaving.

out of the Bradshaw cattle. Our neighbors, 
the Collis Brothers, had cattle of this breed- 
ing and had done very well with them, So at 
their recommendation we decided to do the 
same.” 


It proved to be a good investment, Other 
than steers fed out all of the increase im 
heifer calves has been put back in the herd 
—with three exceptions. These three excep- 
tions have sold for a total of $2,700. 


Bradmar Burgess 42d, the sire of cham- 
pion carcass steer, was first owned in part- 
nership with the Bradshaws—“we only had 
the five heifers and figured we couldn’t af- 
ford a bull of our own, The old boy has made 
the trip from here to Smithshire so often I 
imagine we could turn him loose and he 
would find his way.” However, with the 
growth of the herd full interest in the bull 
hag been acquired. 


Elmer Stenzel’s intent of having a home 
herd to produce winning steers paid off in 
1954—his last year in club work—when the 
champion of the Illinois State Fair junior 
show was a calf sired by Bradmar Burgess 
42d and out of one of the original cows. By 
this time the herd was getting established 
and the show record just starting. Now 
Albert Stenzel was coming along in club 
work and the new herd started working for 
the youngest son with some significant 4-H 
heifer and steer winnings. 


Other than the history of “Little Chief” 
at Chicago the biggest Angus thrill of 1956 
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for the Stenzels was furnished by “Black- 
jack.” In the money at eight steer shows in 
western Illinois and eastern Iowa the past 
summer he hit the jackpot at the “Big Steer 
Show” at Monticello, Iowa, where he was 


grand champion and winner of the $1,000 
bill. “Blackjack” also was sired by Bradmar 
Burgess 42d. From a young calf on he was 
the special pet of Albert Stenzel and at one 
or two 1956 shows, when his pal was not 
around, Blackjack would sulk and refuse to 
eat or drink, In all this son of Bradmar Bur- 
gess 42d collected $2,000 in premiums at 
1956 shows despite his tendency to miss his 
regular feeder. 


With the replacement heifers in the herd 
daughters of the old bull, and with a new 
bull coming along, the Stenzels almost sold 
Bradmar Burgess 42d the past year. How- 
ever, since the Monticello and International 
steer championships this has been changed. 
He will remain in the herd. 

The new bull being used, and whose calves 
look promising, is KF Bandolier i2th, bought 
in 1955 at the Kemmis & Dilenbeck produc- 
tion sale. He is by Bandolier 4th of Kem- 
mere, by Bandolier 44th of Wilton, and out 
of a Bell Boy dam. 


The young cattle being developed in the 
Stenzel herd—heifers and bulls, and a good 
number of steer show prospects — reflect 
care and attention. Good prospects to start 
with they are given every chance through 
proper feeding at an early age. Through 
enthusiasm for the Blacks, know-how and 
care, this newer farm-sized Illinois herd will 
be an interesting one to watch through the 
years. The Stenzels already have made a 
grand start.

tribution in recent years through the num- 
ber of his top sons and daughters is Home- 
place Eileenmere 104th. The “104th” is an 
own son of Eileenmere 487th, his dam a 
double-bred Bell Boy cow. After making a 
great show record the Thompson senior sire 
went to Hays Ranch in Texas. He was se- 
cured in the Hays Ranch dispersion, Other 
herd sires seen include more of the Eileen- 
mere strain, as well as good representatives 
of the Bandolier and Sunbeam lines, and 
imported breeding. 

Up at the show barn “E.W.” and Manager 
Darrell Olson and the rest of the boys had 
a great assortment of young cattle being 
fitted for some of the winter shows, In the 
rapidly failing light we tried to get some 
shots of some representative young cattle.

“When all good and choice steers and heif- 
ers were considered together, the average 
wag $20 more per head for the calves in the 
top grades than those in the medium class. 
Quite a difference in a group of 50 calves— 
$1000 more for the good and choice kind 
over a similar number in the lower grade. 
No wonder that the man producing the top 
calves can see a future to the commercial 
cattle business while his neighbor with the 
wrong kind is complaining about the beef 
business being on the rocks. 

“Yes, it pays to keep a good bull, cull the 
cow herd often, have good pasture through- 
out the grazing season and follow a good 
management program.” 

1286 calves were marketed through the 4 
feeder calf sales sponsored by the New York 
Beef Breeders and Feeders Improvement 
Project. 18% graded choice and fancy; 52% 
good; 29% medium and 1% common. The 
average for all steer calves was 435 pounds 
at $22.38 per hundred weight. Heifers aver- 
aged 407 and sold for 19.14¢ per pound. 

Sales were held at Altamont, Pike, Syra- 
cuse and Caledonia with the extension ser- 
vice conducting an educational program pre- 
ceding each auction. This program included 
grading demonstrations and contests and a 
discussion on feeding and management of 
feeder cattle of the various grades.

CLOUD SEEDING VALUE 
DIFFICULT TO VERIFY 

It’s “almost impossible” to verify effects 
of cloud seeding on rainfall in Iowa, de- 
clares Robert Shaw, Iowa State College 
climatologist. 

This is because of the large area where 
seeding was carried out, and the additional 
“fringe” area where seeding materials may 
have been present, he explains. 

Cloud seeding operations were carried 
out in 31 Iowa counties during the summer 
of 1956. Large blocks of counties in north- 
west and southwest Iowa had seeding 
coverage. 

Some of the state’s heaviest rainfall 
amounts fell in seeded areas of the south- 
west. But some of the lightest amounts 
were received in parts of northwest to west 
central Iowa where seeding was practiced.

CORN BORER COUNT 

LOW IN WISCONSIN 

Wisconsin’s over-wintering corn borer 
population is the lowest for many years, re- 
ports E. L. Chambers, state entomologist of 
the Wisconsin department of agriculture. 

The 1956 fall survey reveals a state aver- 
age of 23 borers per 100 plants going into 
the winter compared to last year’s average 
of 82. In the past nine years, the lowest 
population was 27 borers per 100 plants re- 
ported in 1953. 

Adverse weather for the borers during 
the 1956 growing season and other environ- 
mental factors played the greatest role in 
the fortunate decline of this pest, states 
Chambers.

USE SOIL X-RAY TO 
IDENTIFY MINERALS 

Soil scientists at the University of Illinois 
are now using X-ray equipment to identify 
the different minerals and chemical ele- 
ments in soils. A. H. Beavers reports that 
Illinois is one of the first soil laboratories 
to do this. 

Beavers points out that about 95 percent 
of the soil is made of minerals of different 
sizes, With the help of X-ray equipment, the 
tiny clay mineral portions can be identified. 
Without X-rays this would be almost im- 
possible. 

With X-rays, the scientists can identify 
practically all the different chemical ele- 
ments in a soil sample in about 45 minutes. 
The old laboratory method of total chemical 
analysis takes so long that the cost makes 
it prohibitive.

FEEDING VALUE DIPS 
WITH LONG STORAGE 

Farm feeds stored for long periods may 
lose some of their valuable feed components, 
according to a University of Wisconsin agri- 
cultural nutritionist. 

Gus Bohstedt says that such factors as 
vitamins and proteins may be lost from feed 
stored for periods beyond a year. 

Carotene or provitamin A is one of the 
important nutrients in hay, Bohstedt ex- 
plains. Unfortunately hay loses carotene 
fairly rapidly, especially when moist hay is 
stored. About half of the carotene in hay is 
lost during the first six months of storage. 
Not much of the vitamin is left at the end 
of a couple of years. 

The B-complex vitamins (thiamine, ribo- 
flavin, biotin, niacin and pantothenic acid) 
are lost less rapidly in both grain and hay. 

Loss of carotene in silage is about half 
that in hay, if the silage is properly made. 
If silage is stored too dry, or hay too wet, 
many organic nutrients inciuding protein 


are quickly lost. Carotene in corn is rather 


stable where the corn is stored whole. 
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As L, R. Morford (the Chain Man) used to say:
